If deep water from Lakes to Gulf bs 
to be defeated at all, its opponents must 
“do it now.” Otherwise the third an- 
nual convention of the Lakes-to-the-Gulf 
Deep Waterways Association, opening in 
the Chicago Auditorium on Oct. 7, brings 
the whole strength of the great nationa) 
movement to supportsethe State initiative 
of Illinois, which alse means “Do it 
now.” 

The situation of 1908 is novel, not only 
in the history of the agitation for the 
Lakes-to-the-Guif channel, but in the 
history of internal improvements of na- 
tional rank. 

Out of less than four years cf munici- 
pal co-operation, beginning between Chi- 
cago and St. Louis alone and extending 
soon to other municipalities, State co- 
operation and State initiative have de- 
veloped to the point at which this year 
Tilinots will be indorsed by all the states 
of the Mississippi Valley and by others 
from both coasts in making ar immedi- 
ate start for the Gulf. When I'linois be- 
gins digging from Joliet towards Si. 
Louis, through its own State soil, every 
scoop of the dredges it backs with $20,- 
000,000 of its own money means that 

“Our ships will start in Mich-e-gah 

And sail clear through to old Japan."’ 

The view taken of this year’s results 
at the St. Louls headquarters of the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf Deep Waterways Asso- 
ciation is that they will be decisive for 
immediate action. 


Mach Depends on Illinols. 

When Illinois goes to work with an in- 
vestment of $20,000,000 made in digging 
the channel through its own territory, 
under plans which will ensure business 
returns on the investment, Secretary 
Saunders of the Deep Waterways Asso- 
clation is convinced that the work from 
St. Louis to the jetties will follow in- 
evitably and at once. Everything goes 
when Illinols begins digging, is @e offi- 
clal view of the practical rese?ts from 
this year’s practical program. It ‘fa the 
reasonable view of the existing situa- 
tion. The third annual convention of the 
Lakeés-to-the-Gulf movement in Chicago 
brings the work of Natlonal promotion 
to the “homestretch” when President 
Kavanaugh’s gavel falls for the opening 
call to order. 

“Do it now’ sums the program of the 
convention as Secretary Baunhders un- 
déerstands its relations to a situation 
with suecess immediately at hand and 
with practical work ready to bcsin as 
the answer to the only objection any 
one has left to urge. 

This is the magnitude of the work it- 
self. When enthusiasm is fired by the 
almost limitless possibilities of benefits 
from opening a céntral channel for deep 
water traffic, admitting ocean and lake 
vessels to &@ permanent inter-continen- 
tal right of way. the only objection 
which could foree delay is that the 
work is too great; that it is magnifi- 
cent in theory, but that it requires 
protracted discussion at every point of 
difficulty to convince practical men tha: 
it is not merely a theory. 

The practical answer ts to begin dig- 
ging, with difficulties disappearing as 
they disappeared when Chicago cut 
through the divide between Lakes and 
Gulf, and at its owh expense as an 
American municipality put the first 
stretch of the great chaanel on the map 


delegates to the Chicago convention go 
over this first stretch of the channel in 
October, they will have no doubt left 
that it is on the ma) of the United 
States as. a permanent feature 
of the map, as it now 
of the map of Nilinols under 
the jurisdiction of the new Illinois State 
Internal Waterways Commiesion and of 
the Chicago Sanitary Board. The Chi- 
cago cohvehtion, the most powerful: in 
the history of the movement, will give 
the whole weight of its influence in 
Supporting the State action of Illinois 
as the initlative for National action, 
continuous and practical, for carrying 
the fourteen-foot channel to salt water. 
The channel as an idea cannot be de- 
feated. It might be postponed as a 
practical work for perhaps 10, years 
longer if it were met by all the organ- 
ized forces which about the year 1890 
seemed to be controlled by the idea that 
it would be a good thing to “put ‘the 
Mississippi River out of business.” 


Rallroad Men Indorse It. 

That idea now seems to be on its own 
slab in the morgue for pernicious de 
lusions. The Lakes-to-the-Gulf connec 
tion has strong supporters among the 
leading railroad men of the country, 1° 
is advocated strongly by representatives 
of roads paralleling the Mississippi. The 
presidents, of great railroad systems 
have presented in its support summar- 
ized evidence, convincing practical men 
that the necessary result of the opera- 
| tion of the channel will be to ‘Increase 

the volume of freight for all railroads 
in the Mississippi Valley and most of al! 
for those which are in closest touch with 
the freight movement over the channel 
between the Lakes and tide water. 

There is no visible prospect of an or- 
ganized attempt On the part of the 
forces of land transportation to defeat 
practical success for what Lyman BW. 
Cooley, the engineer of the Chicago ena 
of the channel, defines as “the extension 
of the seaboard threugh the core of the 
continent, North across twenty paraleis 
of latitude from the tropical border to 
the Canadian shores of Lake Superior.”

between Chicago and Jollet. When the 


forces of the movement will reach their 
climax of influence for compelling prac- 
tical results when the convention opens 
in Chicago, with a program intended 
to open the channel for business. 


The preliminary work of the year has 


been carried to success through the 

Lakes-to-the-Gulf Association from its 
St. Louis headquarters, It hag enrolled 
for the convention already over 1500 del- 
egates, representing municipalities, com- 
mercial bodies, local deepwater asso- 
ciations and other internal improvement 
associations throughout the Mississippi 
Valley and beyond it. These will be re- 
inforced by State delegations, represent- 
ing the organised co-operation of the 
states for joint action which this move- 
ment has systematized for the first 
time. It has developed this year to a 
point at which in the case of Illinois 
and of Missouri also, it stands for a 
new and powerful force of State initia- 
tive in practical Work. Or in other 
words, of “starting things” at once 
which otherwise might be complicated 
with allen issues of partisan politics at 
Washington and subjected to indefinite 
postponement, 

Many Governors on Board. 

Through its. Advisory Board of State 
Governors the Lakes-to-the-Gulf Asso- 
clation will be represented officially in 
the Chicago convention by 21 states, or- 
ganized with it and represented by their 
Governors on this board. Its members 
are Acting Gov. Pindall for Arkansas, 
Gov. Broward for Florida, Gov. Good- 
ing for Idaho, Gov. Deneen for Illinois, 
Gov. Cummins for Iowa, Gov. Hoch for 
Kansas, Goy. Blanchard for Louisiana, 
Gov. Cobb for Maine, Gév. Curtis Guild 
Jr. for Massachusetts, Gov. Johnson 
for Minnesota, Gov. Folk for Missouri, 
Gov. Noel for Mississippi. Gov. Norris 
for Montana, Gov. Sheldon for Nebras- 
ka, Gov. Burke for North Dakota, Gov. 
Chamberlain for Oregon, Gov. Crawford 
for South Dakota, Gov. Patterson for 
Tennesseé, Governor Campbell for Tex- 
as, Gov. Davidson for Wiseonsin and 
Gov. Haskell for Oklahoma. 

Governors of ail states not included on 
the Advisory Board have been invited 
to appoint State delegations and to ac- 
company tem to the convention as rep- 
resentatives of Stale co-operation in 
taking the initiative in supporting great 
national works of improvement to the 
point where definite and practical action 
begins through the United States Gov- 
ernment in meeting responsibilities 
which belong to its own exclusive func- 
tions. 7 

Nationally, the work will be repre- 
sented in the Chicago convention by re- 
sults which compel the atiention of the 
country to its importance as an issue 
above the mere partisan issues in the 
closing Weeks of a presidential year. 

The work of members of the Lakes-to- 
the-Gulf Association, supporting the of- 
ficial efforts of its St. Louis headquar- 
ters, be teoaes taken rena through national 


party platforms, clinching as it were 
the success of last year, which brought 
the President of the United States to 
the Memphis convention and made him 
its leading speaker in favor of deep- 
water improvement with the Lakes-to- 
the-Gulf channel as the starting point. 
The plank adopted by the Denver con- 
vention as a result of the presentation of 
the subject made to it through Alexan- 
der Y. Scott, Mississippi member of the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf Executive Commit- 
tee, ig the strongest demand made for 
improvement of this kind fn the hiatory 
of American national platforms. 


Bryan and Taft, 

The strength of the national influ- 
ence of the movement gives the sup- 
port of the presidential candidates. of 
both the great parties. The addresses 
which will be made in the Chicago con- 
vention by William Howard Taft and 
William Jennings Bryan will be great 
convention features en their own merits, 
of course, but taken together, they cer- 
tainly represent the next President of 
the United States. They assure the sup- 
port of the White House for the prac 
tical program, which begins when Iill- 
nois begins digging from Jolict towards 
St. Louis. 

Chicago arrangements for the conven- 
tion, made through President Richard 
C. Hall of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce and his associates its local 
committees, reinforce invitations to 
United States Senators, 
and prominent Federal officials with a 
request to consider themselves guests 
of the city and leave the expenses of 
their visit to be met by Chicago hospl- 
tality. Favérable excursion rates, se- 
cured through joint action with Chi- 
cago headquarters, give the St. Louis 
headquarters confidence in carrying on 
the further work of organizing, which 
is expected to give a delegate attend- 
ance of 2500, to seat which and the con- 
vention’s visitors, the Chicago Audito- 
rium pledges a seating capacity of over 
4000. 

The formal program of the convention 
on October 7, 8 and 9% is g80 
changed from that of the Memphis 
convention last year that repetition will 
be avoided and latitude for spontane- 
ous expression greatly increased, 

The number of set speeches at each 
day’s session will be limited to allow 
full expression from the floor. Be- 
sides the addresses from Messrs. Bryan 
and Taft, other authorities will deliver 
addresses each day on phases of the 
work 
only expert knowledge but careful 
preparation. One of the leading railroad 
men of the country will deliver an ad- 
dress, showing the relations of the Deep 
Water Channel to the increase in the 
volume of freight for land transporta- 
tion. Another address will be from

Will See Sanitary Canal. 

The “Do It Now” idea of the program 
comes out strongly in the proceedings of 
the first day, Wednesday, Oct. 7. After 
the convention has been opened by 
President Kavanaugh and its pi elimi- 
nary organization effected by the ap- 
pointment of committees reporting 
Thursday morning, adjournmeat’ from 
the convention hall puts the convention

Much Depends on Illinois. 

When Illinois goes to work with an in- 
vestment of $20,000,000 made in digging 
the channel through its own territory, 
under plans which will ensure business 
returns on the investment, Secretary 
Saunders of the Deep Waterways Asso- 
clation is convinced that the work from 
St. Louis to the jettles will follow in- 
evitably and at once. Everything goes 
when Illinois begins digging, 1s @pe offi- 
cial view of the practical resets from 
this year’s practical program. It ‘fd the 
reasonable view of the existing situa- 
tion. The third annual convention of the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf movement in Chicago 
brings the work of National promotion 
to the “homestretch” when President 
Kavanaugh’s gavel falls for the opening 
call to order. 

“Do it now’ sums the program of the 
convention as Secretary Saunders un- 
dérstands its relations to a situation 
with suecess immediately at hand and 
with practical work ready to bezin as 
the answer to the only objection any 
one has left to urge. 

This is the magnitude of the work it- 
self. When enthusiasm is fired by the 
almost limitless possibilities of benefits 
from opening a céntral channel for deep. 
water traffic, admitting ocean and lake 
vessels to @ permanent inter-continen- 
tal right of way, the only objection 
which could foree delay is that the 
work is too great; that it is magnifi- 
cent in theory, but that it requires 
protracted discussion at every point of 
difficulty to convince practical men that 
it is not merely a theory. 

The practical answer ts to begin dig- 
ging, with difficulties disappearing as 
they disappeared whet Chicago cut 
through the divide between Lakes and 
Gulf, and at its oWh expense as an 
American municipality put the § first 
stretch of the great chaanel on the map 
between Chicago and Joliet. When the 
delegates to the Chicago convention go 
over this first stretch of the channel in 
October, they will have no doubt left 
that it is on the ma) of the United 
States as. a permanent feature 
of the § map, as it now 
of the map 0of Tilinois under 
the jurisdiction of the new Ilnols State 
Internal Waterways Commission and of 
the Chicago Sanitary Board. The Chi- 
cago convention, the most powerful: in 
the history of the movement, will give 
the whole weight of its influence in 
supporting the State action of Illinois 
as the initiative for National action, 
continuous and practical, for carrying 
the fourteen-foot channel to salt water. 

The channel as an idea cannot be de- 
feated. It might be postponed as a 
practical work for perhaps 10, years 
longer if it were met by all the organ- 
ized forces which about the year 1890 
seemed to be controlléd by the idea that 
it would be a good thing to “put ‘the 
Mississippi River out of business.” 


Railroad Men Indorse It. 

That idea now seems to be on its own 
slab in the morgue for pernicious de 
lusions. The Lakes-to-the-Guif connec 
tion has strong supporters among the 
leading railroad men of the country, 1° 
is advocated strongly by representatives 
of roads paralleling the Mississippi. The 
presidents, of great railroad systems 
have presented in its support summar- 
ized evidence, convincing practical men 
that the necessary result of the opera- 
tion of the channel will be to ‘increase 
the volume of freight for all railroads 
in the Mississippi Valley and most of all 
for those which are in closest touch with 
the freight movement over the channe! 
between the Lakes and tide water. 

There is no visible prospect of an or- 
ganized Mttempt On the part of the 
forces of land transportation to defeat 
practical success for what Lyman B. 
Cooley, the engineer of the Chicago end 
of the channel, defines as “the extension 
of the seaboard threugh the core of the 
continent, North across twenty paralieis: 
of latitude from the tropical border to 
the Canadian shores of Lake Superior.”’ 

With no evidence at all of organized 
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forces of the movement will reach their 
climax of influence for compelling prac- 
tical results when the convention opens 
in Chicago, with a program intended 
to open the channel for business. 

The preliminary work of the year has 
been carried to success through the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf Association from its 
St. Louis headquarters. It has enrolled 
for the convention already over 1500 del- 
egates, representing municipalities, com- 
mercial bodies, local deepwater asso- 
ciations and other internal improvement 
associations throughout the Mississippi 
Valley and beyond it. These will be re- 
inforced by State delegations, represent- 
ing the organized co-operation of the 
states for joint action which this movoe- 
ment has systematized for the first: 
time. It has developed this year to a 
point at which in the case of Illinois 
and of Missouri also, it stands for a 
new and powerful force of State initia- 
tive in practical Work. Or in other 
words, of “starting things” at once 
which otherwise might be complicated 
with allen issues of partisan politics at 
Washington and subjected to indefinite 
postponement, 

Many Governors on Board. 

Through its. Advisory Board of State 
Governors the Lakes-to-the-Gulf Asso- 
elation will be represented officially in 
the Chicago convention by 21 states, or- 
ganized with it and represented by their 
Governors on this board. Its members 
are Acting Gov. Pindall for Arkansas, 
Goy. Broward for Florida, Gov. Good- 
ing for Idaho, Gov. Deneen for Illinois, 
Gov. Cummins for Iowa, Gov. Hoch for 
Kansas, Gov. Blanchard for Louisiana, 
Gov. Cobb for Maine, Gov. Curtis Guiid 
Jr. for Massachusetts, Gov. Johnson 
for Minnesota, Gov. Folk for Missouri, 
Gov, Noel for Mississippi. Gov. Norris 
for Montana, Gov. Sheldon for Nebras- 
ka, Gov. Burke for North Dakota, Gov. 
Chamberlain for Oregon, Gov. Crawford 
for South Dakota, Gov. Patterson for 
Tennesseé, Governor Campbell for Tex- 
as, Gov. Davidson for Wiseonsin and 
Gov. Haskell for Oklahoma. 

Governors of ail states not included on 
the Advisory Board have been invited 
to appoint State delegations and to ac- 
company ruem to the convention as rep- 
resentatives of State co-operation in 
taking the initiative in supporting great 
national works of improvement to the 
point where definite and practical action 
begins through the United States Gov- 
ernment in meeting responsibilities 
which belong to its own exclusive func- 
tions. 

Nationally, the work will be repre- 
sented in the Chicago convention by re- 
sults which compel the attention of the 
country to its importance as an issue 
above the mere partisan issues in the 
closing Weeks of a presidential year.

tical program, which begins when Iill- 
nois begins digging from Joliet towards 
St. Louis. 

Chicago arrangements for the conven- 
tion, made through President Richard 
C. Hall of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce and his associates its local 
committees, reinforce invitations to 
United States Senators, Congressmen 
and prominent Federal officials with a 
request to consider themselves guests 
of the city and leave the expenses of 
their visit to be met by Chicago hospl- 
tality. Favérable excursion rates, se- 
cured through joint action with Chi- 
eago headquarters, give the St. Louis 
headquarters confidence in carrying on

More Indorsements. 

Col. W. H. Bixby, chairman of the 
Mississippi River Commission. is also 
chairman of the Spectal Board of Sur- 
vey. Its work will bé completed be- 
fore the close of the year. Its report 
on the practical nature of the channel 
from St. Louis to the Gulf will be re- 
inforced by the similar reports of the 
Mississippi River Commissiog’ which 
have been already placed at its dis- 
posal, This leaves nothing after 1908 
except the work itself. The work of 
the Chicago convention, through its 
whole program, is thus one of begin- 
ning work and beginning it now.

hicles wrangling for the right of way, 
and_its people, unfretted with pushing 
and elbowing their way about, wil) 
take on a more Christian serenity of 
mental habit, and. with this will come 
a revival’ of public taste and demand 
for a: ‘city beautiful,” no less than a 
‘elty luxurious.’ 

“In fact, as I look into the years to 
come, I am convinced that life will be 
an easier problem, a more genial funo- 
tion in the scheme of things than it is 
today. Aside from the ecenemy of la- 
bor, which follows the conquest of na- 
ture’s forces, there will be fewer people 
among whom te divide the benefits. The 
birth rate will continue to decrease, as 
I belleve it should, at least for the pres- 
ent. With the growth of Intelligence 


come a realization of the folly of rear- 
ing more children than can be properly 
fitted te be efficient members of society. 
Quality, not numbers, will come te be 
the standard of racial excellence, and 
the present anamalous condition where- 
in the number of children in a family is 
in inverse ratio to the earning capacity 
of the parents, will have disappeared. 
“The condition today is not one of 
“race suicide,’”’ but of social common 
sense. And if the present enlightenment 
of average men and women. continues 
to its righteous turning point there will 
come an end of congested cities, with 
their wretched and starving children of 
the tenements, their crimes, their kill- 
ing competition and their discourage- 
ment of the gentler aspiraflens of men. 


Science Plarnaing Comfort. 
. “In all ways science is more and more 


studying to perfect the practical comfort 
jand well-being of the world. Of course, 


there will always be ships upon the sea. 
The mysterious, primeval voice of the 
ocean will continue it over the human 
imagination. But there will not always 
be steamships. They will pass the way 
of their predecessors and ere long we 
shall cross the ocean in ships run by 
electric power. There will be no grime 
or coal smoke, no sickening odor of stale 
steam, no blazing caverns in the hold, 
where human beings with staring eyes 
and blackened faces: sweat their lives 
away, that the pulse of the engines may 
not stop. The storage battery will take 
the place of coal, and fire, and water. 
Instead of coaling, the great ship will 
quietly and cleanly renew her batteries 
at her journey’s end, and if coal is used, 
it will be far from the liner, and the 
noses of men. 

“Furthermore, I look for the time when 
coal will cease to be our only source of 
energy. In every land, men of science 
are patiently studying the problem of 
utilizing the energy of the sun, storing 
it in fact, so that the generation of 
electric force may be cheapened by its 
use to a point where the storage battery 
on a large scale will be an economic as 
well as academic possibility. The wasted 
energy in coal as now used, may in the 
interval, be brought to do its work and 


iso bring about the monster storage bat- 


tery sooner than we now expect. But 
sooner or later we shall enslave the 
sun's rays to our uses @s we have the 
other products of his being. 

“It may be that helium, which Prof. 
Onnes has succeeded in liquefying at 
ithe Incredible temperature of 455 de- 
grees below zero, may lead the way to 
an unsuspected source of energy and 
heat. Wonderfully mysterious are these 
newly-found substances, Radium and 
Helium. They may contain the secret 
of our emancipation from coal and the 
terrifying prospect of its future ex- 
haustion. 

Better Days for Our Children. 
“Ah, yet, life is going to be a better 
experience for our children than it is 
for most of us now. In many little ways 
it will be so. Do you Know that in many 
laboratories they are coming close to 
letting us see the person who is talk- 
ing to us at the other end of the tele- 
phone connection? That will be an end 
of making faces at him if we don't 
like what he says to us, will it not? And 
they can do this if they can. transmit 
the light waves of images at a distance 
—and it looks as if science is bound to 
accomplish it—I am voicing no extrava- 
gance in saying that we may yet sit 
in our homes on a cold winter's night, 
turn a switch, an@ not only hear, but* 
see, the opera in progress in a far-off 
theater.”

In the times when the largest cittes 
were a week’s journey from each other, 


and the habits of each was peculiar, 


people distrusted the stranger within 
their gates. 


““Lecal prejudice bred local hate, use- 
less wars were waged, feuds engendered 
which lived to embitter the relations of 
men who needed only to understand 
each other to turn enmity into esteem. 
We all know how the development of 
every means of intercourse has mit!- 
gated these narrow hatreds and clan- 
nish suspicions until now, all that ts left 
of them is the antagonism of certain 
races. 

“And even this is rarely met with, un- 
less when wantonly aroused. The rail- 





road, the steamship and the telegraph 
have brought the world to a realizatien 
of its common interests and the ‘wire- 
less’ will carry on the work. 

“It will so cheapen the mutual trans- 


mission of the news of the world and 
bring about such a familiarity with and 
interest in the doings of mankind 
everywhere, that in time the races will 
so understand each other that war will. 
be a8 rare as duelling in America. 

“And, with the assured peace of the 
worlé will come the era which will be 
characteristio of the future, the era of 
work with contentment, or leisure for 
the cultivation of taste, of fair-minded- 
ness, forbearance, good humor, and, 
above all, common sense.

Frank Severin of 1013 Lafayette ave- 
nue, who has been in the United States 
17 years without learning to speak Eng- 
lish, and thinks Roosevelt is a candi- 
date for President and that Gov. Folk 
makes the laws in Missouri, was refused 
naturalization papers in the United 
States District Court yesterday by 
Judge Dyer. 

The naturalization laws do not re- 
quire that an applicant must be able to 
speak English, but they leave the qués- 
tion of naturalization to the discretion 
of the Judge. 

After Severin had testified in German 
he had been living in 8. Louis since 
1891, Judge Dyer sxclaimed: 

“It seems to me you ought te know 
how to speak English.” 


Leaves English to Children. 
The remark was translated for Sev- 


erin, who replied: 

“I leave that to the children.” 

“Who are some of the candidates for 
President?’’ asked Assistant District 
Attorney Deering. 

*‘Roosevelt,’’ was the reply. 

**‘Who makes the laws for Missouri?” 

“Folk,” declared Severin. 

“That will do,” said the Judge. “I 
think you would better learn English 
and something about this country. I 
can’t let you become a citizen.’

During 
the examination of the witnesses he 
demanded that Assistant District At- 
torney Deering make an investigation | 
to discover if any political party, com- 
mittee or organization was paying the 
cost of naturalization for any appli- 
cants,

REGULARITY AND RESPONSIBILITY. 
The fact of most vital importance for the can- 


didatcs of all parties in the Missouri campaign of 
1908 is that no one of them has any assurance 
of success whatever, if he demands election mere- 
ly on the ground of his party “regularity.” Be- 
tween now and election day each one of them 
must prove his own fitness. 

The “yellow dog” idea is dead. Missouri killed 
it. Thc Missouri idea which has supplanted it d+- 
mands demonstration. The candidate for Gover- 
nor or any other Missouri office who asserts that 
he is a straight Democrat, entitled to all straight 
Democratic votes, must prove his straightness and 
his Democracy to every voter whose vote he ex- 
pects or demands. 

It is his own responsibility to make the demon- 
stration. It is not the voter’s responsibility to 
prove him fit. He must show his fitness himself. 
It begins with personal responsibility and his 
power to demonstrate it as his own title to have 
his own name left standing, instead of a blank, 
under the caption of the ticket; it is the voter’s 
responsibility to vote straight after he himself 
has straightened it, to fit the caption. 

‘he Missouri idea as a demand for demonstra- 
tion leaves the candidates of no party in Missouri 
safe in risking anything at all in demanding 
votes cn any other ground than that of his abil- 
ity to prove his personal fitness for the place he 
seeks. But if Republican candidates think they 
ean afford to demand office as “regulars” Demo- 
crats certainly cannot. For Democratic candi- 
dates, there can be no turning back towards ‘the 
politics of corruption, of machine-made irresponsi- 
bility which masked as regularity and operated 
through bossism until Missouri politics in all par- 
ties were organized on the basis of huckstering 
public trusts with bribery and blackmail as a 
habit of “practical politics.” 

There can be no turning back now to the poli- 
ties of the period when everything was for sale 
in the lobbies at Jefferson City. 

When ,Missour! voters began voting their party 
tickets straight after having met their own re: 
sponribility by straightening them, it meant for 
the future, that every candidate who comes be- 
fore them on any ticket must accept and prove his 
full personal responsibility as a man and as a 
citizen of the State. He must meet it by “show- 
ing” Missourians—by proving himself the mun 
for the place because of what he himself stands 
for.

are its consequences. 
' There is no disposition ir these columns to be- 
little scientific effort and experiment; quite the 
contrary. But when scientific men become sci- 
entifical; when they stray from the path of na- 
ture, which is their true scientific highway, and 
try to build rules better than nature’s teachings, 
they are proper objects of mild wonder and 
amusement. 

From Plato to Herbert Spencer all attempts 
to interfere with, correct or improve the meth- 
eds and processes of nature have ended dis- 
astrously. And matrimony is the institution 
which mother nature appears to guard most jeal- 
ously from sociologists. Her teachings have been 
successful, and whatever evil consequences have 
been experienced from matrimonial alliances have 
been due to a failure to understand them. 

If Prof. Blackmar will show us the facts of na- 
ture and let the theories of matrimony grow out 
of the fact, without any attempt to show that 
nature doesn’t know her business, he may confer 
a benefit upon mankind. But to set out with the- 
ories born, not of the facts, but of the brain of 
a bookish thinker, eagerly attentive to ethical 
or moral abstract speculations, is to upset the 
proper arrangements which have been made for 
us and introduce confusion into a tolerably well 
ordered world.

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ANOTHER UTOPIA SHATTERED. 

From time to time we are furnished the sad 
evidence that civi:ization is not quite ripe for 
that Jtopian concept, the co-operative communi- 
ty.

And perhaps this is just as well, after all. A 
man’s individual wsefulness—or uselessness—is 
all that could be impressed into a Utopian 
scheme in any event. The old average of good 
and bad is all that is available for any plan, and 
doubtless the best and surest way to bring up 
the average and improve the “common good” is 
to improve the individual, or let him improve 
himself; to which end his own thinking and his 
own aspirations would seem to be the indis- 
pensable aids.

A writer in the American Magazine reports 
that he asked Mr. Roosevelt if he expected again 
to become a candidate for the presidency.

Is there no moral 
element in the tariff which is designed to enrich 
a few at the expense of the many, which inter- 
feres with the natural, free distribution of the 
products of labor, creating inequalities and clos- 
ing opportunities to all but the favored few? The 
tariff has been called robbery by high Repub- 
lican authority.

the protective idea and spoke words of sound 
wisdom against monopoly. If the tariff was 
robbery in 1832, what is it in 1908? If it was 
immoral then, by what magic has it been reborn 
into righteousness? . And so, of banking, currer- 
cy and all other economic problems, which are 
essentially moral problems, because they most 
vitally affect the social relations of men. 

Mr. Roosevelt in 1908 sees only those woral 
problems which lie on the surface of life, where 
they stare him in the face impudently. Open 
theft he condemns as immoral, but he appears 
to think that there is no moral wrong exce;t 
that which comes within the official view of 
prosecuting officers. He is not interested in eco- 
nomic questions, no-—-they are not moral quez- 
tions, and he is interested only in “plain mor- 
ality.” 

Perhaps he has an obscure notion that there 
is a contradiction in his logic.

The Turkish women took part in these dem- 
onstrations. 

Forty-two thousand prisoners and exiles are 
set free by the general amnesty proclamation by 
the Sultan, and as they return they are received 
by great crowds, with shouts of joy ajfd cries of 
liberty, equality, fraternity. It is liké the early 
days of the French Reveclution. The impassive 
and undemonstrative Turk seems to have been 
suddenly transformed into a new being. The 
press, which has been under the strictest censor- 
ship for 30 years, is today as free and untram- 
meled as i: is in America, 


the outbreak of a revolution. We have had revo- 
lutions here before. I have myself seen two sul- 
tans deposed, and no one would have been sur- 
prised at the assassination of Sultan Abdul 
Hamid. 
He himself told the English Ambassador a 
few years ago that he had no doubt but that 
. this fate awaited him. He had come to be re- 
garded by Turks and Christians with intense 
hatred, and the suffering of the people at the 
hands of the palace camarilla was unspeakable. 
It was a reign of terror and it was a wonder that 
the people endured it so long. It seemed as 
though they were paralyzed by the system of 
espionage which made every man distrust even 
the members of his own family. 


This terrible system was evidently modeled 
after one which existed 700 years ago in a Turk- 
ish Khanate in Central Asia. I know of nothing 
equal to it in modern times. Under it many 
thousands of intelligent Turks were imprisoned, 
tortured, murdered or exiled, and men of all 
races blackmailed without mercy.

Lead- 
ers appeared and the revolution broke out where 
it was least expected—in Macedonia. The lead- 
ers were Niazi Bey and Enver Bey, both officers 
in the Turkish army, who are understood to rep- 
resent the Committee of Union and Progress, 
which had its seat in Paris and now rules at 
Constantinople. Thus far all’ the other young. 
Turkey organizations seem to have recognized the 
leadership of this committee and the various 
mixed and Christian revolutionists seem to have 
followed their example. 


MOHAMMEDANS FALSE TO SULTAN. 


The sudden success of this revolutionary move- 
ment was due to the supremely foolish action of 
the Sultan, under the influence of the camarilla, 
and the wise and statesmaulike action of Sheik- 
ul-Islam. When Niazi and Enver Beys nad won 
over a part of the army at Monastir in Mace- 
donia, the Sultan called the Grand Vizier and 
ordered him to take immediate steps to punish 
the disaffected soldiers. The Grand Vizier de- 
clined, on the ground that this was the duty of 
the Minister of War. 

Then the Sultan took the affair into his own 
hands and sent 40 spies to Monastir. The offi- 
cers got wind of this and saw that they must act 
at once. So they sent a telegram to the Sultan 
demanding the calling of a Parliament under the 
old Constitution, and at the same time shot the 
General in command at Monastir, who opposed 
their action. The Sultan thereupon sent troops 
from Smyrna to join those at Salonica, and or- 
dered both to attack the revolted soldiers at 
Monastir. But to give force to this he required 
a fetva (decree) from the Sheik-ul-Islam. He 
asked for it, but the Sheik-ul-Islam told him 
that the demand for a constitution did not justify 
an attack of Moslems upon Moslems. This also 
got known, the Smyrna troops sent by the Sultan 
were not allowed to land and the Salonica troops 
refused to march against their brethren. 

Then came a telegram from Monastir demand- 
ing an immediate proclamation of the Constitu- 
tion or abdication, and the threat of a march on 
Constantinople of all the troops in Macedonia 
and Adrianople. There were long meetings at 
the palace for three nights in succession. To 
save himself the Sultan yielded after hearing 
that his name was already omitted from the 
prayers in the mosques in Macedonia, dismissed 
the Grand Vizier and proclaimed the Constitu- 
tion. The Committee of Union and Progress had 
little faith in the sincerity of the Sultan, and as 
soon as possible took the following guaranties ta 
secure the execution of his promises. 


THE OATHS THE SULTAN HAD TO TAKE. 
1. They made him swear on the Koran to re- 
spect the Constitution in letter and in spirit. 

2. They induced the Sheik-ul-Islam to make a 
public declaration that the Sultan had taken this 


3. They made the Sultan invite the ambassa- 
dors of the powers to hear his declaration and 
take official note of it. 
4. They persuaded the troops to take a condi- 
tional oath to Abd-ul-Hamid, so long as he re- 
gspects the Constitution. 

5. They secured the expulsion of all the mem- 
bers of the camarilla from the palace and the 
appointment of a new ministry. As this ministry, 
under “Little Said,” proved unsatisfactory, they 
secured the appointment of another within two 
weeks, Which was ready to carry out their 
wishes. 

6. They allowed more than a hundred thousand 
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people of all races to go to the palace and force; 
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the Sultan to appear and decla-t to them his de- 
votion to the Constitution. 

The Sultan is reported not only to be recon- 
ciled to all this, but to be supremely happy over 
it, but if he reads the Turkish daily papers he 
can find very little in them to comfort him or 
justify his happiness. They are merciless in their 
criticism of his government, although professing 
to believe in his conversion. The revolutionary 
committee has undoubtedly been wise in not at 
once dethroning him. This has given them the 
full support of the Sheik-ul-Islam, the Mollahs, 
the Imams, the Softas and all the religious feel- 
ing of the Mohammedans. 

ANARCHY CEASES IN MACEDONIA, 

The course of events in Macedonia has been 
even more surprising than in Constantinople. 
For some years that province has been the chief 
concern of the great powers of Europe, which 
threatened to involve them in war. It has been 
a battle ground of nationalities. Greek, Bulga- 
rian, Servian, Roumanian, Albanian and Turk- 
ish. It has been desolated by organized bands 
of brigands, who have plundered, burned and 
murdered without mercy, occupied by an army of 
more than 100,000 Turkish troops who have also 
plundered and murdered under the eyes of a 
hundred agents of the great powers sent there 
to keep the peace. The trouble was that the 


powers most concerned did not honestly : desire 


to put an end to this state of things. Austria 
especially, supported by Germany, hoped to 
secure Macedonia for herself, while Russia en- 
couraged the Bulgarians. 

This revolution has suddenly and incompre- 
hensively put an end to all this anarchy. The 
brigand bands have disappeared and their lead- 
ers have come to Salonica, taken advantage of 
the general amnesty and are offering themselves 
as candidates for the new Parliament. Men who 
have been fighting each other to the death, and 
have committed horrible crimes are fraternizing 
in the coffee shops and marching together in the 
streets, shouting liberty, fraternity, equality, 
while the Turkish soldiers applaud, while «he 
suffering people of the country are returning to 
their ruined villages and beginning to hope that 
they will be permitted to cultivate their fields in 
peace. 

.Thus far the revolution has been a triumphant 
success, unstained by bloodshed, without a trace 
of religious fanaticism or any outbreak on the 
part of the dangerous classes in the city. It 
certainly deserves renown as the first instance 
of a revolution by telegraph. 

THE NEW CONSTITUTION. 

The new Constitution recognize< the sover- 
elgnty of the house of Osman as represented by 
its oldest male member, not only as Sultan but 
as Caliph of the Mohammedan world, Islamism is 
the religion of the State, but the State guaran- 
tees the free exercie of all the other recognized 
religions. All the subjects of the Sultan are to 
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be known as Ottomans. All are equal Hefore the 
law, with the same rights and dutres, and all are 
eligible to office if they know the Turkish lan- 
guage, which is the official language of the 
empire. Education is free, but all schools are 
under the surveillance of the State. The security 
of all property is guaranteed by the State, and 
the domicile is inviolable. The courts are open 
to all, and no one can be punished except by 
due course of law. All forms of torture are abol- 
ished. The precs is free within the limits of the 
law. 

The Parliament is to consist of two houses—a 
Senate and a Chamber of Deputies. The sen- 
ators are all appointed by the Sultan. The dep- 
uties are chosen by the people, one for every 
50,000 male inhabitants. Elections are to take 
place once in four years and the Parliament is 
to meet every year, Nov. 1. It may, however, be 
dissolved at any time by the Sultan, in which 
case new elections must take place, so that the 
new chamber can meet within six months of the 
time of dissolution. 3 

The Constitution contains 119 articles and iz- 
cludes elaborate rules for the working of Par- 
liament, the regulation of the finances and judi- 
ciary. It will probably be the battleground of 
oppositing forces when the new Parliament 
meets in November. What will be’ the outcome 
remains to be seen. ’ 

Not the least interesting aspéct of the revolu- 
tion is its effect upon the status of Turkish 
women. 3 

They have been employed by that all-power- 
ful organization, the Young Turk party, in work 
which would often have, been very difficult, if 
not impossible, to sccdmptish with safety by the 
men. | 

Indeed, a remarkable feature of a remarkable 
situation is the aspiration to ‘reedom of the 
Turkish women here. In Satontka or Constanti- 
nople, where there is a large foreign element, it 
is less astonishing; but that it should reach Mon- 
astir shows that the movement is indeed far- 
reaching. 

PRIVILEGED MESSENGERS. 

In Salonika a lady of disfinction, wife of a 
Young Turk officer, appeared in the streets un- 
veiled, and carrying a banner on the day that 
the Constitution was proclaimed. Far from meet- 
ing with criticism, she was applauded, and her 
husband’s comrades publicly kissed her hands. 

In Monastir they are not quite so far yet, but 
I have had the satisfaction of being received in 
the harem of Kesim Pasha, a rich merchant and 
Young Turk adherent. He introduced me to his 
wife, Belkiss Hanum, and to his sisters, Farrak 
Hanum and Manaar Hanum. They were not 
veiled and wore European dress and had all the 
charm of high-bred, cultured women. They spoke 
French, and Belkiss Hanum conversed with ease 
on the political questions of the day.

NEW EVIDENCE 
DISCOVERED Ih 
BUSTIN MYSTERY 
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OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 12.—County At- 
torney English today obtained addi- 
tional evidence in connection with .the 
murder of Dr. Frederick T. Rustin 
which was not brought out at the in- 
quest. 


He learned that two election messen- 
gers, who were on duty a block from 
the Rustin home the night of the killing, 
heard men in the alley at the rear of 
Dr, Rustin’s barn, and, with oné of the 
election judges, the. boys investigated 
the noises. 

When they went to the alley the men 
disappeared, but returned later and the 
potice station was asked to send a spe- 
Clal officer to the scene. This was done 
and the officer searched the neighbor- 
hood. What information he received, if 
any, has not been disclosed. 

Noise Heard by Girl. 

The County Attorney associates this 
noise with what was heard at the J. A. 
Becker home, the visit being made about 
the time Miss Florence Becker saw 
men in the alley at the rear of the 
barn. . 

A representative of the Aetna Insur- 
ance Co. stated today that his company 
was following the case closely, but de- 
clined to say whether the policy of $10,- 
009 In his company on Dr. Rustin’s life 
would be contested. He admitted, how- 
ever, that the concerns carrying insur- 
ance on Rustin’s life were working to- 
gsether and that counsel for the differ- 
ent companies were in consultation. 

Dayis Is Worth $75,000, © 

It Was stated today that Chariée EB. 
Davis, charged with the Rustin murder, 
has a fortune of his own; amounting 
to about $75,000, most of .which came to 
him when his father: died and the es- 
tate was divided. This*money is invest- 
4 in ‘stock of the Davis Real Estate 
Co. and the First National Bank, of 
which a brother, Frederick, is first vice- 
president. 

A letter has been received from Da- 
vis’ wife in California, inquiring about 
the troubles of her husband and indicat- 
ing that she and her daughter, Eugenie, 
weuld come to Omaha. Members of 
the Davis family decline to divulge Mrs. 
Davis’ California address, but say she 
has been fully informed | of what has 
happened. 

Mr. and Mrs. Davis have been sepa- 
rated for about seven years but he has 
mide regular remittances for the sup- 
port of his wife and daughter, who 
have lived in several places since ‘the 
Separation, including two years in 
Paris, where the daughter studied mu- 
sic. 

Omaha is not satisfied with the Inves- 
tigation made by the police into the 
Rustin murder and a citizens’ league 
has been formed to investigate the 
matter.

Dr. Grundmann Watched the 
Symptoms in His 
Own Case. 
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IN THE EARTH 





GERMS 


Every Little Wound Should 
Be Sterilized to Avoid 
the Infection. 





Few persons ever unlock their jaws 
long enough to tell what the sensations 
of having tetanus are. But Dr. F. Will- 
iam Grundmann of Wash street and 
Jciferson avenue is apie to do so. He 
has just reeovered from tetanus, as 
lockjaw is known to -science., 

There is a well-founded horror in the 
public mind of lockjaw. While it is not 
always fatal, so few recover from it and 
the disease is accompanied: by such 
horrors and agony that to think of it 
is to shudder. 

Yet the public seldom takes any pre- 
cautions against it, and while a man 
may run the risk of it a thousand times 
and nature is on the defense for him, 
yet it is easily contracted and the te- 
tanus germ is ever present and in places 
where one would least expect to find it 
—Mother Earth. 

‘In diagnosing my own symptoms a 
week after the germs of tetanus had 
entered my blood I thought I had te- 
tanus, but I was not sure,” said Dr. 
Grundmann, speaking of his narrow es- 
cape from death from the dreaded dis- 
ease, 

“T could have accurately determined 
the matter for a patient, but I called 
on a fellow physician and told him how 
I felt and the cause that led to the 
effect and hesmade’‘an examination of 
my blood. Then he called me up on the 
phone and told me I had tetanus and 
that I had better take care of myself. 

Observes Hix Own Symptoms, 

“By that time I had all the symptoms 
and was getting worse every moment. 
This gavé me an opportunity .to.observe 
in myself what I had often observed 
in others, the progress of the disease. 

“One day as I was stepping off a 
street car it started prematurely and 
threw me on my knee on thé street. A 


hole was ripped in my trousers and a. 


gash cut in the flesh of my knee, into 
which earth from the street was ground. 

“I was over on the East Side, far 
away from a drug store or medical sup- 
plies, but I tried to get some whisky 
with which to sterilize the wound. I 
could get none, not even carbolic acid, 
so I washed the wound as best I could 
and bound it up. 

“It gave me no trouble, pained me very 
little and I gave it no furthur thought. 
About a week later I found that I had 
fever and that the muscles of my neck 
pained me and were constricted. Later 
I observed spasmodic jerkings of the 
limbs. These I knew to be premonitary 
symptoms of lockjaw. 

Feels His Jaws Lock. 

“T was alarmed naturally, but thought 
perhaps I might be mistaken, so I visit- 
ed a physician, told him how I felt. He 
did not think seriously of the matter 
and I believed I might have been mis- 
taken. But nevertheless I was worried, 
and when that night the symptoms grew 
more pronounced and became more per- 
ceptible I watched them all the more 
closely. 

“That night I got a real shock. I ob- 
served a growing rigidity of the mus- 
cles of the jaws. If it kept on they 
would become locked beyond all hope of 
unlocking them. 

“IT used all my will power that night 
to control myself and the symptoms, and 
in the morning called up the doctor who 
had made the examination of my blood 
and told him that he was right. He 
said he would be right over with the 
tetanus anti-toxin serum. 

“In one day I had 6000 units—or about 
a fluid ounce—of the serum injected. 
My jaws continue’ slowly to grow more 
rigid, but we fought the disease with 
the serum until at last we saw that we 
had the disease going the other way, and 
we fought it out. 

Germs Are in Earth. 

“The germs of tetanus may be in 
any manner of dirt. If you have & 
wound in your finger and go out into 
the garden and stick it into the fresh 
earth you stand a chance of getting 
tetanus. By that I mean that the 
germs of tetanus are in the earth 
everywhere, in the dirt on the sur- 
face of the street, on rocks which cut 
your flesh when you fall on them; on 
rusty nails, in anything that is un- 
clean, It is of the utmost import- 
ance, therefore, that when one gets & 
cut to render the wound antiseptic at 
once. One cannot be too careful about 
making a wound clean. 

“A cut that has been exposed to the 
dirt of the street should be cleansed 
and if a surface wound iodoform 
should be applied. If the cut is deep 
it should be washed out with a solu- 
tion of bichloride of mercury: 1000 to 
2000. If this is not at hand or can- 
not be quickly procured then alcohol, 
(plain whisky will do) should be used 
as & wash, and if a deep incision, such 
as made by a rusty nail, it should be 
syringed clean.

BUTLER SAYS 


Insists Carlisle Tried «o Sée 
“im First and Deuies 
talking Politics 
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OLONEL* EDWARD BUTLER 
is back in politics, 
Not of his own 
the former. Democratic boss emerge 
from retirement to aid by his advice, 
experience and activity a flagging wing 
of his party. His advent according tu» 
the “Colonel's” own statement, is in 
response to presure from ‘Jimmy’ 
Miles and ‘‘Boots’’ Brennan and two 
more powerful and conspicuous men. 

Butler’s first effort in Wehalf of. those 
who have urged him to guide and save 
them took the form of an appeal to 
Chairman James lL. Carlisle of the 
Board of Election Commissioners to co 
something for “the: boys.’’ 

When “Col.”" Butler last week, as told 
in the Post-Dispatch, eppeareq at the 
office of Mr. Carlisle, politicians about 
the City Hall at once began speculating 
as to the purport of Butler’s visit—his 
first in four years to the City Hall. 

Carlislé Talks of Conference, 

Chairman Carlisle declined for several 
days to go beyond a mere confirmation 
of the report that Butler had called on 
him. Finally he has grudgingly con- 
sented to relate what occurred at the 
conference. 

‘IT am persuaded te inform the public 
what was said on the occasion of ‘Col.’ 
Ed Butler’s visit to me, only because.of 
the misconstruction which might be put 
on our meeting,” said’ Mr. Carlisle to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 

“It is my firm belief that. ‘Col.’ But- 
ler’s rather ostentatious appearance in 
the offices of the Board of Election 
Commissioners had political effect for 
its purpese. .. 

“I can’t help suspecting that ‘Col/ 
Butler was eager to create the impres- 
sion that he had extraordinary weigat 
with the Board. That, of course, is 
ridiculous. 


Butler Asked Private Interview. 
“Here is what took place: ‘Col.’ But- 


ler stepped into my office and asked for 
a private interview. I was particuler 
to leave all doors open so that there 
could be no semblance of secrecy. 

‘““"T heard you were at my house, 
Jim,’. the ‘Col.’ said. 

“I told him that he was misinformed. 

‘“**Well, you wanted to see me, didn’t 
you?’ he asked. 

“No, I have expressed no desire to 
meet you, ‘Colonel,’” I replied. 

“After that exchange ‘Colonel’ Butler 
said he wanted to congratulate me on 
my appointment. I said I didn’t’ feel 
that there was any reason fer con- 
gratulations, seeing that I had before 
me only a few months of very hard 
work. 

“Without further preface ‘Col.’ Butler 
then wanted to know whether =I 
wouldn’t do something for ‘the boys.’ 

Made Appeal for Boys, 

“*Why don’t you make appointments 
for Jimmy Miles and Brennan?’ Butler 
asked. 

““*Well, colonel, we are accepting 
suggestions from them, the same as 
from any other source,’ I said. But I 
assured him that the Board s not dis- 
posed to follow suggestians on that or 
any other matter, especially, I told But- 
ler, after the Board had been misled 
and deceived by Miles and Brennan, as 
the results in their wards show. 

“I don’t come particularly in behalf 
of Miles and Brennan,’ Butler said. 
‘They didn’t send me here. I come at 
the request of two more important 
men.’ 

“I don’t care to designate the men 
whom ‘Col.’ Butler named, because he 
may have had no authority to speak 
for them. But he mentioned a leading 
financier and a well-known railroad at- 
torney. 

Butler Not Satisfied. 

"These men have already filed with 
the Board the names of men whom they 
requested should be appointed,’ I said. 
‘They are at liberty to make additional 
suggestions, if they choose, but the 
Board reserves the right to make or 
refuse any appointment by whomsoever 
urged.’ \ 

“Col. Butler didn’t seem satisfied with 
the Board’s attitude and departed. 

“Before he left I told him what I now 
repeat. For 14 years the relations be- 
tween myself and Col. Butler have been 
simply diplomatic. He owes me nothing, 
and I am free of obligations. If I were 
obligated to him I should not think of 
paying him in the manger implied by 
his request.”’ 

After his visit to Chairman Carlisle, 
“Col.” Butler went to the Health De- 
partment to ask for the employment of 
some of the “boys.”

national prominence. 

After Mark Hanna died the widow 
st@1 backed Bennett, and the Hotel 
Gotham was opened. Being within 200 
feet of a church, it could not obtain a 
liqhor license and lost money from the 
first. Recently Bennett was displaced as 
manager and soon thereafter suffered a 
stroke of paralysis. Despondent and 
hopeless, he returned to the hotel, hired 
@ room, sent a bullet into his head and 
Was dead when found. 


. Left Friends to End Life. 
_ George Crouch, for nearly half a c21- 
tury a familiar figure at the Hoffman 
House, at one time a confident em- 
ployee of James+R. Keene and a we'!- 
known newspaperman in Wall Street, 
heard the news of Bennett's death while 
at'the Hoffman House this afternoon. 

He calmly left a dozen of his friends 
wlio were discussing Bennett, walke] 
into the office of Miller & Co. on the 
ground floor of the Hoffman House 
and shot himseif in the temple. 

There was no one-in the office at he 
time. Milton J.’ Rosenberg, the man- 
ager, who was in the corridor of the 
hotel, heard the shot. He rushed into 
thé place where he found Crouch ying 
dead on the floor of the private office. 

Crouch Wrate Poetry. 

Crouch, who was an Englishman by 
birth, about 6 years old. He had not 
bepn engaged in active business tor 
sopie time bul appeared to have funds. 
Récently, it was said, he had not been 
in‘ good health and this may have been 
the cause of his suicide, 

When in Wall Street Crouch wrote 
many poems on finances which attra*t- 
ed atiention.

Mr. Sager said tliat election offic’als, 
who were guilty. of fraud in the pri- 
mary, will be indicted, regardless of pol- 
jtics.

Also, in his speeches on the licensing 
of trusts, he has emphasized the fact 
that perhaps not more thar 1 per cent 
of all the trusts would be affected by 


‘ithe law. He has carefully pointed out 


that corporations generally need have 
no fear. 

Mr. Bryan, too, has dropped all ani- 
mosities. This has been emphasized ¢v~ 
erywhere. He rode in Roger Sullivan's 
red automobile at Chicago, and he is 
going to visit Judge Alton B. Parker, 
David B. Hill, Henry Gassaway Davis 
and Judge George Gray when he gets 
to the East. 

“Just to show things have changed,”’ 
he says laughingly to his gold friends,

IIEN Dr. David F. Houston tiie 
W _ pew chancellor of Washingtoa 

University, who arrived in st. 
Usona Hotel a few hours after his ar- 
rival, a tall, broad-sbouldered man of 
middie age, erect and without a wrinkle 
in his strong, intellectual face, greeted 
the Post-Dispatch reporter. 

The college president was dressed in 
@ black sack coat, white wash trousers, 
white canvas slippers and white socks. 
There is something winning and mag- 
netic in tue manner of the big protes- 
wor. 

A study of his face and a half hour's 
conversation with him gave an insight 
into the reasons President Elliot of Har- 
vard had for recommending the South- 
erner to the trustees of Washington 
University. 

Praises Classical Education. 

Dr. Houston was asked about his con- 
ception of the aim and purpose of col- 
lege education and the relative value 
of classical and technical training. He 
réplied slowly, choosing every word de- 
liberately: | 
-“IT think Darwin was right when he 
said the primary purpose of education 
was to enable us to live and the sec- 
ondary to teach us how to live. 

“T don't think a thorough classical ed- 
ucation ever hurt any man, ana I think 
it is an excelient thing for all men. But 
some of the most learned men have 
Known neither Latin nor Greek. Yet a 
knowledge of living languages and of 
the classic dead languages, with other 
classical edueation, gives .a_ broad 
foundation of culture for all technical 
training. It is good for the engineer, 
for the doctor, for the lawyer, for the 
newspaper man, and the merchant. 

“The ideal educational system is to 
have .a!l]l technical studies as graduate 
courses. Many universities now do not 
admit to thelr law departments, for in- 
stance, anyone without an A. B. de- 
gree. This is the trend of universities 
today.”’ 

Belleves in Athletics. 


It. was suggested that Se was an 
athlete, and he was asked what his 
attitude was toward college athlietigs. 
He sald: 

“I played football, baseball, tennis 
and handled an oar during my own 
school days. Now I play golf when I 
have time and ride horeback when it 
is possible, though I keep no saddle 
horse. 

“T believe in athletics for students, 
and for all men, 
every man is of more value to himself 
and others if he is in fine physical con- 
dition. But athletics are a means to 
an end, not an end in themselves. 

“I have investigated intercollegiate 
athletics and no not find in’ them the 
evils some have pictured. It has been 
said that’ intereollegiate athletics are 
indulged in to an excess by a selected 
few, while the great body of the stu- 
dents is made up of mere passive spec- 
tators. 

“If this is true ft is because the lim- 
{ted athletic fields do not enable all the 
students to indulge im outdoor sports. 
On the 200 acres of our grounds at the 
Texas State University I have seen 11 
football teams practicing at one time.” 

Dr. Houston says he is a “Cleveland 
Democrat.” He has taught economics 
for many years and is a close reader 
of the news and essays relative to fi- 
nancial and industrial matters. He does 
mot approve of the Bryan bank deposit 
guarantee plan. : 

“That was tried in New York tn the 
thirtjes,” said he, “and was rejected, 
along with other bad banking laws. I 
favor a new nattoual banking law. I 
don’t think our banknotes should rest 
on the public debt. Instead of guaran- 
teeing them with bonds, I would have 
them guaranteed by the assets _of the 
bank. I think there ought to be a num- 
ber of redemption places, where each 
Sank of issue has a deposit. 

“Then, if each bank were forbidden 
to pay out any but its-own notes dally 
Tedemption would be insured, and the 
Feattered redemption offices would make 
that easy and simple. 

“I think we will see a return of pros- 
perity equal to that of several years 
past this fall, no matter who is elected 
President.’ 

. Dr. Houston says he likes society. He 
find social intercourse pleasant when- 
ever it is “humanizing.” He is not a 
club momber, though he says some 
features of club life appeal to him. 

“I am fond of music,” he said, “and 
prefer the human voice to any instru- 
ment. I am very fond of grand opera 
and enjoy a comic opera. I like a 
good play and think there are many 
good plays and actors to be seen 
in our theaters. I am not one who be- 
Méves that our literature is in a de- 
gline, but I think it might be improveg 
by having graduate courses for writers 
at the universities.” 


Dr. Houston was born near Charies-| 


ton, 8. C. He was educated at the old 


_@faduate course at Harvard. He has 
been superintendent of the Spartan- 
burg (3. C.) schools, professor of 
economics and dean of the faculty of 
the University of Texas, president of 
the Texas State College of Agriculture 
and Mechanic Arts. He resigned the 
presidency of the University of Texas, 
Siet of Washington University.

Once be- 
fore:-at an Eastern meet Shaw did the 
distance in 15s. flat, ‘but the record was 
not allowed, as he was aided by a 
strong wind.

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Detroit Has a Trio of Hitters That 
Cause Any Pitcher Unpleasant Moments 


By F. L. DICKINSON,

HERE are two distinct classes of 

ef hitters in modern baseball, “the 

slugger,’’ such ks Chance, Wag- 

ner, Lajoie, Stahl, Heidrick et al, and 
“the chopper.”’ \ 

The slugger usually swings free, grip- 
ping the bat well down on the handle, 
and swings from the shoulders down. 

The chopper uses the forearms and 
wrists in his batting and depends upon 
a quick, decisive chop, being able ac- 
cordingly to cut the bah to any fleld 
or lay down a bunt and beat it out, 
with the infielders laying ba -k. 

The latter class must of necessity be 
fast on their feet and be a good judge 
of distance. To this‘class belong such 
batters as Keeler, Cobb, Donlin, Stone 
and Huggins, although Cobb and Don- 
lin may be put in either class. 

But whether a slugger or a chopper, 
these men almost always have the same 
general batting form. , 

They stand at the plate with their 
weight resting mostly on the back foot, 
and in the effort to hit the ball switch 
their weight from the back leg to the 
front and by stepping forward, shov- 
ing the shoulders well out and meet- 
ing the ball in front of the plate; thus 
concentrating all the energy in the 
body on the bat. By meeting the ball 
out in front of the plate the batéer is 
less likely to be fooled by a curve ball, 
hittin® at it before it breaks. 

In Crawford, Cobb and Rossman De- 
troit has three left-hand hitters which, 
although their general form is the 
same as they stand at the plate, ther 
meet the ball decidedly differently. 

Crawford, like Wagner, Lajoie and 
Chance, is a slugger. He grips the bat 
down well on the handle and uses a 
powerful swing, depending almost en- 
tirely on long drives to the outfield for 
his batting average, and probably has 
more line drives caught off his bat than 
any other man playing baseball.

READY 10 FIGHT 
BUFFALO TRACK 


DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 12.—There 
will be nothing doing in the way of 
betting at the proposed new track in 
Berrien County, according to Gov. 
Fred M. Warner. When asked wheth- 
er he would atop gambling at the New 
Buffalo track, the Michigan Execu- 
tive said: 

“I don't propose that Michigan shall 
be made a dumping ground for race- 
track gamblers who have been driven 
out of their own State.” 

“Then.you will stop betting at the 
new track if it is attempted?’ 

“Most certainly, I will,” the Govern- 
or said, with emphasis. 

The Michigan statute, which pro- 
hibits racetrack gambling, has been 
invoked rarely. It provides that all 
running, trotting or pacing races for 
bets or stakes shall be regarded as a 





nuisance, and be punishable ag mis- 


demeanors by a fine not exceeding 
$500 or one year’s imprisonment in a 
County Jail. Purses and premiums at 
agricultural fajrs are not prohibited, 
the ban being placed only on betting. 
No steps ever have been taken to 
stop betting at the grand circuit 
races in Detroit. Racing men here 
say th'iat the authorities regard a one- 
week harness, meeting as an entirely 
different affair from a 30-day contin- 
uous gambling orgie under the guise 
of running races.

Disfranchised 29 Years by Convic- 
tion for Trivial Boy’s 
Prank. 


DOVER, Del., Sept. .12.—Disfranchised 
for 29 years Samuel Bush of Newcastle 
County, Delaware, was made a citizen 
of the State and Nation with full rights 
to vote, hold office, bear witness and 
enjoy the protection of the American 
flag while abroad.

Exiled 12 years ago by wealthy rela- 
tives because he could not abstain 
from liquor, Charles Stein fell from a 
lofty position in the social and busi- 
ness world and became what he him- 
self called a ‘‘saloon bum.’’ 

The $75 he received each month from 
his brother, who sent the checks to 
Night Chief of Police Doyle of East St. 
Louis, was spent for whisky. Dissipa- 
tion led to his death yesterday in St. 
Mary’s Hospital, East St. Louis, and in 
death he has been restored to his rela- 
tives in Chicago, who have claimed the 
body and will bury him in his former 
home. 

Stein was 4 years old. Twelve years 
ago he was employed in a responsible 
position by the Stein-Heller-Hirsch Fer- 
tilizer Co., Chicago. His brother is a 
member of the firm. 

He was, dismissed because he could 
not stop drinking. His brother placed 
him on an allowance of $75 and told him 
to leave Chicago. |

Stein went to Mast St. Louis and ob-

ris Co. Soon he became superintendent 
ef the fertilizing department, and was 
known to his employers as the best man 
who had ever held that position. But 
the old appetite returned, and he was 
dismissed ‘‘for drunkenness.’’s 

Then he became purchasing agent for 
the Tudor Iron Works. He held that 
position until he succumbed again to 
temptation. Next he was assistant claim 
agent for the East St. Louis & Suburban 
Railway. .He was dismissed two years 
ago because he could not keep ‘‘sober.”’ 

Then he gave up the battle. He be- 
came what he called a “‘bum.”” He spent 
his time and his allowance in the sa- 
loons, sleeping wherever he could find 
shelter. Of late he had been loafing 
about Police Headquarters, running er- 
rands and doing odd jobs fer the tips he 
received, 

Thursday night he was found ill in 
a saloon near the Police Station. The 
county physician said it was pneu- 
monia, and Stein was sent to St. Mary’s, 
where he died yesterday. ‘ 

His relatives in Chicage telegraphed 
the hospital authorities that they would 
take charge of the body, and it will be 
shipped to Chicage tonight.

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—If evidence 
were needed that the success of a play 
in London is always a dangerously un- 
reliable means of gauging its popularity 
before audiences on this side of the 
ocean, the quick failure of Miss Cecil 
Hamilton’s ‘‘Diana of Dobson’s,” pro- 
duced only a week ago at the Savoy 
Theater, would supply the necessary 
proof. Here is an instance of the dif- 
ference in taste and point of view of 
two nations in certain forms of the 
drama as conclusive as that furnished 
by London when it refused to consider 
Charles Klein’s “The Lion and _ the 
Mouse,”’ even in the face of its record- 
breaking acceptance in New York and 
all other American cities. The only dif- 
ference is that now the wind sits in the 
other quarter. 


The London record of “Diana of Dob- 
son’s” would/have been enviable for 
any play. It not. only won reputation 
for a new writer, but it established the 
new Kingsway Theater and brought re- 
habilitation to Miss Lena Ashwell, who 
created the role of Diana, at a time 
when her star was threatening to de- 
cline. It was accepted as gospel truth 
by audiences that crowded the Kings- 
way for six months and were willing to 
shut their eyes to the general improba- 
bilities of its story, for the sake of the 
economic abuses suffered by London 
working girls, which it attempted none 
too forcibly to expose. It was timely 
because it came at a moment when the 
self-appointed reformers in Hyde Park 
were declaiming against the notion that 
poverty is a crime and assailing the 
grasping and idle rich. 

Carlotta Nillson an Impossible Diana. 

It is difficult to imagine how an 
actress more temperamentally unsuited 
t» the role of Diana than Miss Carlotta

Nillson could have been selected from 
Charles Frohman’s entire list of stars. 
This intense young artiste—and. within 
her scope she is an artiste of high rank 
—has a dejected, morbid streak in her 
temperamental make-up which she 
seems unable to shake off. As far as 
she was concerned the first and only 
good act of The play at the Savoy went 
by default, for she realized none of its 
humorous possibilities and showed none 
of the fire of Diana's rebellious spirit. 
Afterward she managed to miss all the 
engaging charm which alone could jus- 
tify a belief in Diana’s social success 
during her meteoric career and daring 
masquerade as a rich widow. As for 
the final act, it was heavy with the 
buncombe out of which Third avenue 
melodramas are made. 

The fate of the play goes to show 
the folly of attempting to transplant 
on the stage of one of the English- 
speaking nations dramas which glance 
at conditions peculiar to the life of the 
other. Such failures have their good 
results, for the losses which they incur 
are bound to improve the attitude of 
our influential Managers toward native 
dramatists who are beginning to take 
advantage of the rich field which the 
problems of our business and social 
life opens to them.

HAS BEEN A BUSY YEAR 
Fifty Thousand Have Listened 
to Lectures by the Rev. B. 
T. Kemerer. 








The last open-air lecture on consump- 
tion under the auspices of the St. Louis 
Society for the Relief and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis will be. given next 
Thursday night on the lawn of St. 
George’s Episcopal Church, Pendleton 
and Olive street. At this meeting a 
report will be made of the work accom- 
plished during the summer in the 
crowded districts of the city and a 
demonstration of how these meetings 
were carried on. This will be the six- 
teenth open-air meeting of the season 
and the twenty-ninth in two years. 

The lecture will open at 8 o’clock 
with two illustrated songs by Joseph 
Frank. Edward F. Goltra, president 
of the society, will make a short report 
of the society’s work and the Rev. Ben- 
jamin T. Kemerer will deliver the ster- 
eopticon lecture which has been given 
all summer in the crowded city iis- 
tricts. Robert P. Strine will sing two 
songs which will be illustrated. 


50.000 Heard Lectures. 
R. J. Newton, secretary of the so- 


ciety, says that during the summer 5),- 
000 persons have attended the various 
open-air lectures. At the meeting in 
the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Co.’s 
freight yards Aug. 28, from 8000 to 10,000 
persons were present. 

After the district in which the lecture 
is to be given has been thoroughly cov- 
ered with advertising matter attentien 
is attracted to the meeting by the firing 
of bombs and the proceedings begin 
with vocal solos with piano accompani- 
ment from a wagon, interspersed wita 
music from a large phonograph. 

All the lectures have been delivered by 
the Rev. Benjamin T. Kemerer, rector 
of St. George’s Church, who has ua 
splendid voice for open-air speaking 
and who has made a close study of his 
subject. He is aided by a stereopticon 
with which sentences and pictures are 
thrown on a screen. 

The lecture is delivered in short, crisp, 
informative sentences that strike the 
people like bullets and cannot be mis- 
taken by anyone who understands Eng- 
lish at all. For instance the’ words 
“Please be quiet,” is thrown on the 
screen and an invitation to get one of 
the circulars being distributed and read 
it. Then the question is flashed for :h, 
“What is tuberculosis?’ 


Pictures Tenement Conditions. 
Mr. Kemerer then explains the origin 


and nature of the disease with warn- 
ings as to the conduct. of those who 
have it to keep from) communicating it 
to others. Froni).time:s‘to time sen- 
tences are flashed.on the’séreen admon- 
ishing the people to be quiet interspersed 
with views of tuberculosis breeding con- 
ditions in all parts of the city and the 
crowded tenement districts. 

Here are a few of the hot: shot’ sen- 
tences which Mr. Kemerer shoots out 
into the audience which do the work: 

“11,365 people died of consumptign in 
St. Louis in the Jast 10 years. How 
many and who will die in the next 19 
years? Help us reduce the number.” 

“One death out of every 10 in &t. 
Louis is caused by consumption. One 
hundred people die every menth of this 
disease.”’ 

“In St. Loulfs in proportion to popula- 
tion, four negroes die of consumption to 
every one white person.”’ 

“More than one-half of all deaths from 
consumption are of persons from 2 to 
40 years of age. They die when most 
heeded by their families and the State.” 

“More men than women, and more 
married people than single people die 
of consumption in this city.”’ 


Air and Sunshine the Remedy, 
“No trust can corner fresh air and 


sunlight. It is free for all and gocd 
for all. Open up your heuses and let 
a little sunshine in.”’ 

“There are millions of germs in the 
spit from a consumptive. Spit that is 
dry and mixed with dust may be 
breathed in and swallowed by any one 
of us.” 

“The germs of censumption remain for 
months, a source of danger in dark, 
damp er poorly ventilated reoms.”

O’Reilly Adds Written Indorse- 
ment Showing That Mayor 
Vetoed the Ordinance. 








Plans which “show up” the Free 
Bridge and Mayor Wells are now being 


scrutinized by officials of the War De- 
partment in Washington, D. C. Presi- 
dent A. J. O’Reilly of the Board of 
Public Improvements has mailed them 
and hopes to receive notice of a hear- 
ing before the local Board of United 
States Engineers within the next three 
weeks. 

On a copy of the sketch of the bridge 
and of the profile showing how the Mis- 
sissippi River comes down at St. Louls, 
is this legend: ‘‘Municipal Free Bridge 
of the City of St. Louts, Missouri, lo- 
cated by ordinance No. 28315 of said 
City, passed over the Veto of the 
Mayor, Nov. 23, A. D. 1907. Prepared 
at the Request of the Hon. Mayor Un- 
der the Direction of A. J. O’Reiily, 
President of the Board of Public Im- 
provements of the City of St. Louis.”’ 

It is not stated by President O’Rei'ly 
whether this chronology of. the bridge 
will be chisled on an abutment, There 
is so much chronology. in connection 
with the undertaking that there wii! 
hardly be room for all of it. 

President O’Reilly’s sketch makes the 


I'ree Bridge appear like a twin brother | 


of thé Merchant’s Bridge. With ap- 
proaches, however, the municipal bridge 
will be considerably longer than either 
the Merchants’ or Eads Bridge. 

Total Length of 1581 Feet. 

The total length of tne free bridge 
proper will be 1581 feet. This distance 
will be divided into three spans, two 
of which—the eastern and western— 
will be 500 feet each in the clear. The 
middle span will be 502 feet $8 inches 
between piers. 

A clearance of 53 feet 5 inches above 
high water will be allowed in the mid- 
die span. The clearance’ under the 
other spans will be 60 feet over the 
Stage of water Aug. 18 last. 

Only two piers will stand in the water 
at ordinary stages of the river. It will 
be the location of these that, it is ex- 
pected, will bring protests from river 
men. 

The plans contemplate a bridge on 
which there will be space for steam 
railroad tracks, electric lines, roadways 
and footways. The steam railroad 
tracks will be in the center, occupying 
3 feet of the bridge’s width. On each 
side the steam tracks will be the elec- 
tric lines, each eight feet nine inches 
wide. The roadways for vehicles will 
be each 15 feet 3 inches in width. At 
each outermost edge of the bridge will 
be the sidewalks, each six feet 10 inches 
wide. 

“The plans which I have prepared rep- 
resent the cheapest form of bridge 
which can be constructed,” sald Presi- 
dent O'Reilly. “To lengthen the spans 
80 as to reduce to a minimum the ob- 
struction to navigation, would increase 
the cost of the bridge as the cube of 
their prolongation.

Accused of Using Through 
Rate Illegally to Cut 
Freight Cost. 





Indictments charging the Illinois Ter- 
minal Railway and the Illinois Glass 
Co., both of Alton, with violations of 
the Interstate Commerce laws were re- 
turned by the United States Circuit 
Court in Quincy, Il., yesterday. 

The railway is an adjunct of the glass 
company, and the officers are officials 
of both concerns. It fs alleged that they 
obtained a through rate on goods pur- 
porting to be shipped from Indiana and 
Ohia points to the Pacific coast, but 
that in,reality the shipments were made 
from Indiana and Ohio to the glass 
plant in Alton and then other goods 
were billed from Alt to the Pacific 
coast under the through rate. 

This procedure, it is alleged, made a 
difference of 11 cents a hundredweight 
in the glass company’s favor. 

George Levis, general manager of the 
glass company, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter:

BUSINESS 1S IMPROVING, 
DECLARE RAILROAD MEN 


The following expressions on indus- 
trial conditions were made to the Post- 
Dispatch by members of the Freight 
Traffic Convention yesterday: 

George H. Crosby, freight traffic man- 
ager of the Burlington at Chicago: EKy- 
erybody feels that better times are com. 
ing. There is evidence that business {is 
picking up and this is shown in the in- 
creased demand for cars. If agricufture 
is the basis of business the conditions 
are favorable. There are good crops of 
wheat and corn. In Central Nebraska 
the farmers ought to be getting 8 cents 
a bushel for, wheat and 65 cents for 
corn, In 1890 they were burning corn 
in Kansas and Nebraska or selling it 
for 8 or 10 cents a bushel. 

R. L. McKellar, assistant traffic man- 
ager of the Southern Railway at Louis- 
ville, Ky.: Our road gridirons the 
Southeast, and is therefore a barom- 
eter on business conditions in a great 
territory. The lumber and iron trades 
are improving. Our tracks reach 600 
cotton mills, all of which are showing 
the effect of improved conditions. From 
our point of view I should say better 
times are in sight. 

G. R. Browder, assistant freight trar- 
fic manager of the Southern Railway at 
Atlanta, Ga.: There are prospects of 
a big cotton crop. If it moves freely 
there should be a great deal of money 
in the South. 

J. F. Auch, general freight agent of 
the Philadelphia & Reading: A slow im. 
provement is noticeable .in industrial 
conditions in the East. They are gener. 
ally better as compared with Jast Janu- 
ary. 

Walter Nichols, generai freight agent

The New Transfer Patterns 


(PATENTS PENDING) 
DIRECTIONS 


Lay the design you wish to transfer face dowm 
ward, on any flat surface, and dampen the back with 
water until the outlines of the design show clearly 
through the paper. A wet cloth will serve the pur- 
pose of dampening, but a small sponge is bettcr. 
Spread the material on which you wish to transfer 
the design on the table or on any smooth, hard sur- 
face; lay the dampened design, still face downward, 
on the material, cover it with a dry sheet of thick 
paper or several folds of a newspaper, and rub with 
a slight pressure, using a handkerchief or dry 
cloth, until the design is entirely transferred. Dur- 
ing the rubbing you may readily see whether enough 
pressure is being applied by lifting a corner or ead 
of the design and noting how it is taking. 

The whole process is very simple and, after a 
trial or two, you should be able to make a perfect 
transfer to any kind of goods. Do not wet the 
transfer sheet too much. Do not wet the material, 
and do not rub the face of the design with-wet or 
damp fingers. 

Several transfers may be made from the same 
design, it being only necessary to redampen the back 
of the design sheet for each additional transfer. 
The design may be readily removed from the ma- 
terial by washing the material in warm water and 

4 a little soap. The ink with which the transfers are 
printed is absolutely harmless, and will not injure 
the finest fabric. 

Cover or cut out letters in making the transfers 
to goods. 
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DESIGN FOR CORSET COVER (A and B) 


The corset cover would he most attractive worked 
entirely in eyelets. If preferred, a combination of 
solid and eyelet work may be used effectively by do- 
ing the sprays in the French laid work, lightly pad- 
ded, and making eyelets of the circles of dots. Hand- 
kerchief linen, not too fine, or nainsook would be 
suitable material. The design for front (A) serves 
for both sides alike, and the huttonholed edge may 
be easily drawn or transferred around the armholes, 
and the long eyelets for ribbon, along the shoulder 
line of any corset cover pattern used. Or the corset 
cover may be finished at top and armholes with a. 
narrow hem, and trimmed with lace beading and 
narrow lace edging. The design for the back 1s 
shown in Figure B, 


INITIAL LETTERS 


The small initial letters should be very lightly 
padded with a soft filling cotton and embroidered 
solid with stitches running crosswise of Ietters. 
They are especially suitable for lingerie and small 
household linens, such as tray and tea napkins, 
guest towels, etc. For simply marking purposes 
these small letters are most convenient, and may be 
quickly worked in a firm outline stitch. 


AN ATTRACTIVE COLLAR AND BOW 


This design should be padded and worked scli:, 
with centers and circles worked as eyelets or padde I 
dots. White or colored cottons may be used—the 


\ soft shades of blue would work up very effectively.

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PATTERN AND DESIGN 


EMBROIDERY UPON LINGERIE 


THE REIGNING FASHION 


A woman’s refinement is measured not half so much by her dress 
as by the delicacy and fineness of her underwear, or lingerie, as we 
like to call it. No nation understands this better than do the French 
and it is from Paris that the most exquisite fancies in lingerie come. 

A marked feature of the finest French garments is their simplicity. 
Even more marked, perhaps, is the fact that embroidery is the domi- 
nant decoration upon these fascinating articles of attire and that to 
be very chic, indeed, this is handmade. 

The work is done in a simple, raised pattern of Trench, or satin- 
stitch embroidery, with a preference for floral designs. To be quite 
up-to-date, indeed, a woman embroiders her underwear in sets, using 


‘the same pattern of decoration upon each piece. [or instance, when 


one secures an embroidery design to be sta -ped upon a corset cover or 
chemise, the same design is afterwards laid upon the borders of other 
pieces of underwea~ to be worked to match. It 1s possible to embroid- 
er merely the scallops cf the corset cover upon the edge of the flounce 
in order to get an attractive effect of handwork, 

30th chemises and corset covers are often embroidered with a 
series of holes or slits along the border through which ribbon is run, 
thus making it possible to draw the ribbon high or low around the 
shotiders. This arrangement, while adding a pretty, frivolous touch 
of color to the garment, also makes it.more simple in construction and 
easier to launder successfully. The armholes, or little sleeves, if these 
are inserted, are finished with the same design that completes the 
edge of the garment. 

One of the charming fancies of the season—and one that 1s al- 
ways in good taste—is to finish the embroidered edge with a narrow 
frill of valenciennes lace, when one desires the set to be particularly 
ornate. Bits of medallions and appliques of the same kind of lace 
are also frequently employed. This is especially the case where sets 
of lingerie are being made up for a bridal outfit. 

The craze of some women for slender waist effects and clinging 
dresses has caused a new use for embroidery patterns. The eyelet 
holes which are*worked along the upper edges of garments that will 
be drawn with ribbons through the eyelets, are now also worked 
eround the belts of corset covers which are attached to petticoats. 
this line of embroidery strengthens the belt line and permits two 
garments to be joined into one, thus doing away with an extra 
thickness of material—slight as this may be in the case of nainsook 
and lawn. Extremely fashionable women even omit the petticoat 
and attach to the embroidered beit of the corset cover a divided skirt 
which fits closely at the top and flares at the bottom and which 1s 
embroidered around the flounces in the same design that ornaments 
the top of the garment. Lace is often added to flounces, but em- 
broidered scallops are, if anything, more fashionable and certainly 
more durable when worked by hand. 

There is all the difference in the world between a scalloped edge 
embroidered by hand and one worked by machinery. In the first case, 
the edges of the scallops have been first run around with a strong 
filling thread over which the embroidery stitches are laid smoothly 
and evenly. This method makes an edge so strong that it will outlast 
a garment, while: machine embroidery first ravels and goes to pieces 
upon the scalloped edges. 

A few years ago women thought themselves very fetchingly at- 
tired if the corset cover, petticoat, knickerbockers and chemise -were 
hand embroidered in a harmonizing design. Now, to be really in the 
mode the corset must be embroidered as elaborately as a woman can 
manage. The design upon the lingerie is repeated in sprays and scat- 
tered motives and blossoms all over the corset, and always in front, 
where the other portions remain unadorned. To achieve this ultra 
fashionable effect lay sections of the lingerie embroidery design upon 
the corset and only imprint a bit of the tracery here and there. It 
is not attractive nor desirable to run designs close together upon a 
corset.

TRANSFER SECTION 


On this garment and upon the set. which accompanies it in the 
trousseau or wardrobe, it is now very much the style to insert or to 
applique small pieces of ordinary old-fashioned crochet, such as any 
eight-year-old child can make, and finish off the outer portions with 
just a touch of embroidery. These inserts—which may be of any 
kind of lace as well as of crochet, are arranged in the fronts of corset 
covers and other lingerie articles, as well as in the fronts and yokes 
of nighties. Very effective dress coat collars, cuffs, lapels and deco- 
rative panels are made in exactly the same manner, their ease of con- 
struction hardly preparing one for their elegant appearance when the 
work is completed. 

Where a large flower is to be worked on any portion of a gar- 
ment, the edges of its petals are first run around with a heavy filling 
thread of linen floss or cotton. Then, using alternately a long and 
a short stitch, fill in the petals, putting these filling stitches in a con- 
trary direction to that in which the flower is to be embroidered. After 
filling in or padding these petals take embroidery cotton and work 
evenly and closely over and over the filling until the petals have all 
been worked. Sometimes French knots in the center of a flower are 
an advantage. Again, a hole is often worked in the center and an- 
other usual way to complete the middle of a flower is to work a disc, 
like a little flat button in the center. 

Large flowers are seldom desirable upon lingerie, for small de- 
signs are all the rage and have the additional advantage of being 
readily worked and of laundering well. When large blossoms and 
butterflies are employed in cecorative patterns, however, a charming 
method of making them is to work the edges of the blossoms or but- 
terflies with over-ancd-over Ifrench embroidery and to fill in the petals 
and wings with either little knots or common darning. The darning 
is done with coarse floss and is extremely effective upon sheer ma- 
terials. . 

When embroidering it is wel! to use mercerized cottons and linens 
wherever this is possible upon wash goods, for silk embroidery floss 
does not always wash well. There are, however, varieties of silk floss 
made especially, for wash fabrics and these are desirable upen wash 
silks, which are now embroidered quite as much as are other ma- 
terials. 7 

In making up lingerie it is modish as well as convenient to em- 
broider the patterns used upon lingerie, on nightgowns ands dressing 
sacques or kimona jackets for house wear in one’s boudoir. Hand 
embroidered jackets are perfectly fascinating and every woman knows 
how pretty she looks in a dainty hand-worked sacque adorned with 
bows and loops of ribbon and often frilled along the edges with lace. 

still another garment front may be given its individual touch by 
means of appliques of small lace patterns in heavy lace, such as point 
de Venise, and the like. These small motives may be stitched dow 
upon the fabric and the whole made harmonious by means of a few 
embroidered leaves or spirals or a scalloped shield outline around 
the whole. 

These designs are all planned for the woman who, in these times 
of many engagements, has not leisure for extravagant and too-elabo- 
rate patterns of embroidery, but the most simple designs may be con- 
verted into ones of great elaboration by repeating them over a garment 
to any extent the fancy may dictate. While-simple designs are both 
in good taste and good style to-day, it is also the reigning fashion to 
embroider articles of attire all over. In this case bits of the design 
are traced upon the garment at wide intervals so that each one forms 
a decorative scheme of its own and is not crowded with another. 
This may sound difficult, but it is very easy and, because the designs 
are so scattered, they do not require a long time to work. The same 
ideais carried out upon shirtwaists, although it must be confessed tha 
waists embroidered only in front and on the sleeves and collar are 


‘ more attractive. An embroidered floral design is so decorative in itself 


that to crowd it in among a lot of other figures detracts from its 
effectiveness and doesenot add anything to the beauty of the garmert. 

In embroidering lingerie it will be found that simple, slightly raised 
patterns of French, or “blind” embroidery are best and that the most 
popular materials are linen, na@insook, linen lawn anu fine grades of 
cotton. Sheer crossbarred muslins are in vogue, but are not as durable 
as handkedchief linens and neither are to be recommended as really 
serviceable.

To Make the Army Test 


One circumstance which adds color 
to the theory that somebody elise 
sent the coffin and that Col. Stewart 
did not order it i that he ordered 
n horee from the Quartermaster and 
it was denied him. Col. Stewart said 
recently he the fact ne hieis = 
been denied a horse was a har p. 
It seems improbable ‘that the Army 
Quartermaster, refus'ng him a horse, 
would grant his request for a. coffin. 

In y circles it is rumored that 
the chiefs of the army expected to 
finally get rid of Col. Stewart when 
they recently ordered him to take the 
“army test.” 

He has been ordered to go to Fort 
Huachuca, on the Mexican border and 
there undergo a test as to his physic- 
al strength before a medical board. 
He has his choice of walking 50 miles 
or of riding on horseback 90 miles in 
three days. This fs called an “endur- 
ance test.” and all officers who fail 
to undergo it are liable to be ordered 
before a retirement board, which will 
decide if he is incapacitated for 
further service, and if so he will be 
retired to private life. 

Instead of being embarrassed by 
receiving the order to take the army 
test, Col. Stewart was greatly pleased 
wih & 


“I want to take the horsemanship 
test,” said Col. Stewart. “I can ride 
90 miles in 21 hours, or any other 
distance that horses can carry me.” 

Col. Stewart denies that he has any 
intention of surrendering and per- 
mitting himself to be forced out of 
the army. He still has two years to 
sérve at Fort Grant. 

President Roostévelt, backed by cer- 

tain officers high up in the army, has 
been seeking to force Col. Stewart to 
retire for upwards of a year. The 
Colonel refused to accept voluntary 
retirement unless he were first com- 
missioned a Brigadier-General. The 
Pi esident refused to promote him and 
declared he was “unfit” and “a nui- 
sance” in the army. Then he ban- 
ished him to Fort Grant, an aban- 
doned military post in the Arizona 
desert. 
* Col. Stewart F tegpwn not to know 
why the President opposes him with 
e> much bitterness and persistence. 
The President says it is because he fs 
“temperamentally unfit” to control 
men or to “associate with well-bred 
afmy officers.’ 

Friends of Col. Stewart have In- 
timated that the reason of the Pres!- 
dent's animosity is found in the fact 
that Col. Stewart was a member of 
a board that passed upon the honors 
that were to be given officers in the 
American Army for their services 
a” the front during the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, and that Stewart stubborn- 
ly refused to make any honorable 
mention of Roosevelt and his action 
at San Juan Hill. 

Whether that be true or not, it is 
true that the President has written 
a letter in which he has not attempt- 
ed to coneeal his hatred of this war 
veteran. 
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The controversy over the tnusuai 
punishment meted out to Col. Stew- 
art has for some months engaged the 
attention of the army and the public. 
The full story of his exile to the lone- 
ly post on the Arizona desert has beén 
told and how Col. Stewart entered the 
army at the age of 17 years, in 1866, 
how he had steadily climbed up the 
ladder of promotion through his 41 

ars of service, until, at the age of 
9, he was a Colonel, in charge of the 
Coast Artillery, and that in one year 
more he would be entitled to a com- 
mission as Brigadier-General. 


The Protest of Florida 


Then, last September, the Presi 
dent, through the War Secretary, 
wrote him that he could either retire 
to private life or be banished “with- 
out command.” The aged Colonel 
wrote backito learn why he was thus 
punished and demanding a courtmar- 
tial. This was refused him. Then he 
agreed to accept retirement if he was 
first commissioned a Brigadier-Gen- 
eral. This was refused him. 

He went then and took up the life 
of banishment at the abandoned army 
post of Fort Grant, with only one 
companion, a private soldier, who 
was. the custodian of the post. This 
one soldier made himself very ob- 
nox‘ous to the Colonel, treating him 
as an inferior and refusing to ovey 
his slighte®’t command. 

Col. Stewart's case was dicussed 
with great warmth in the Senate last 
spring, shortly before the adjotrn- 
ment Congress. On two separate 
occassions Senator Raynor of Mary- 
land, severely ridiculed the President 
for what he termed the latter's petty 
attitnde toward Col. Stewart. 

Such & protest went up about this 
marooning of an army officer with- 
out trial or without the preferment 
of charges or a heari any kind 
that the President or him re- 
moved to Fort St. Francie Barracks, 
another abandoned army post near 
St. Augustine, Fla. The people of 
Florida made such a agifinst 
this that the President revoired the 
order and commanded him to remain 
in the solitude of Fort Grant. where 
he fs now and has been all summer. 

A newspaper mau of Ar 
cently visited Col. Stewart na his ex. 
ile at Fort Grant, and thus described 
the place? 

“Col. Stewart's only other compan- 
fons are a negro and a sick whire 
man. No surgeon is at Sand im case 
of illness; the fort is in a uijapidated 
condition, and the temperature at the 
time of the reporter's visit wag 417 
degrees. 

“The place is intested sith venom- 
ous spiders, rattlesnakes and animals 
of various kinds. Yet Mr. Rovseveit 
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deliberately keeps Col. Stewart there 
because he will not apply for retire- 
ment of his own accord. Tempera- 
mental infirmities are the reason he 
gives for thus abusing a Colonel in 
the regular army.

The young men of 
the nation were inured to hardships 
and were urged to be valorous men. 
The women were taught the sanctity 
and holiness of home life and of rigid 
adherence to the -aths of virtue. A 
life of slothfulners was despised and 
Young America was told that hard 
work was the common lot of man 
and that the practice of the simple, 
homely virtues was the ideal life. 
And then, following our wholly un- 
expected occupation of the Philip- 
pines, these young men were sent 
there. The army and the navy of the 
United States are made up of the 
flower of vur young manhood. They 
come from all parts of the country. 
Every hamlet and village is repre- 
sented. 
For the last 10 years they have

Philippines, our only Oriental pos- 
session. Every soldier and officer of 
the army must go once in each five 
years and serve in the Philippines.

The young soldier or sailor may be 
ever so much a Puritan, the blood may 
course ever so sluggishly in his 
veins, but when ..s barque has borne 
him into the region of blue waters 
and coral reefs, of fronded palm trees 
and spice-laden breezes the spell of 
the Orient grips nim. 
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He comes to a land where life is 
indolent, where mbney _ scarcely 
counts so long as one has enough to 
eat, where the Ten Commandments 
were never heard of, where loyalty 
and principle are almost unknown; 
where girlhood early ripens into a 
most voluptuous womanhood. and 
where passions are deep and ferocious 
in their intensity. 

Gradually he lets go of one after 
another of the plain virtues drilled 
into him in the American home and 
Sabbath school. He finds that here 
there may be no such thing as vir- 
tue. Women are bought and sold for 
a small sum, like so many chattels. 

It is not long until the young man 
has forgotten nearly all his morals 
and. “When the mist is on the rice 
fields and the sun is dropping “slow” 
he is sitting somewhere with a yellow 
maiden, “With ‘er arm upon his 
shoulder an’ her cheek agin his 
cheek.” 

The influence of the Orient, that 
romantic land anywhere east of Suez, 
is the same with women as with men. 
There is something in it, whether it 
be the air or merely the example set 
by everyone around, that loosens 
one’s grip on what are known in 
America as the cardinal virtues. 

Every writer who has spent any 
time in the Orient has seen it and 
ec mmented upon it. The writings of 
Robert Louls Stevenson, of Kipling, 
of Lafcadio Hearn, are full of the 
strange moral lethargy that creeps 
over one when he gets within sound 
of the soft blue waters of the Pacific 
breaking upon golden strands, when 
he hears the snore of the wind in the 


palm trees, tne mystic tinkle of tem- 
ple bells and the voluptuous music 
of the half-savage maiden when 
“She'd get ‘er little banjo and she'd 
sing ‘Kulla-lo-lo.’ ” 

It has been said by a philosopher 
that morals are the result of clothes 
and that without clothing’ there 
would be no morals. If that is true 
it explains the lack of morals among 





One of the most pathetic cases that 
have arisen in the Philippines and 
been talked and written about in this 
country was that of little Conception 
Vasquez of Valladolid, P. I., who 
proved herself to be the legal wife 
of Lieut.

Crane, president of the immensely 
wealthy Crane Manufacturing Co., 
heiress to millions, divorced wife of 
Thomas L. Chadbourne Jr., lawyer 
and society leader, and petted favor- 
ite of Chicago and Newport, of New 
York and the American colonies of 
Faiis and London. 


Society Blames Officials. 


Both these women, with their mil- 
lions and their friends; with their 
Ame:iean aristocracy and their vast 
influ: nce over ordinary things in life, 
face charges of smuggling, confessions 
of which it is claimed have been ob- 
tained from them, brought by the 
Lnited States Government, 

Why should Mrs. “Jack” Gardner, 
with her millions, connive to de- 
fraud the Government out of a com- 
paratively few thousands of dollars? 

Why should Mis. Chadbourne, even 
though inordinately fond of Mrs. 
“Jack,” run the risk of exposure and 
arrest, and become an accessory to 
the crime to the extent of laying her- 
self personally liable for the entire 
transaction? 

In the corner of the tutored mind of 
either of these women lies the answer 
in all probability to all of these ques- 
tions. 

The world of fashionables, it is said, 
has placed the blame on the alert se- 
cret. agents of the Government, who 
have dared to involve two such prom- 
inent members of the fashionable set 
in so unpleasant an altercation. Then 
officialdom also has its share of blame 
to place and it places it not on these 
women particularly, but on the wom- 
en of their set in general, who, with 
wealth and position are ever ready to 
defraud the customs of their rightful 
duties. 

“When women have everything that 
they should desire they sigh and weep 
for other things, declared Special 
Agent Webb. 

“The difficulty is that their longing 
too often extends beyond the pai 
of the dictates of society and by in- 
dulging that longing they often in- 
f-inge on the shadier side of the law.” 


Women Lured by Danger. 


And psychologists and criminolo- 
gists have decided that it is for the 
very reason that there is startling 
danger in the trespass'ng, that lures 
“woman on. It is the chance, the gam- 
bie, to play a dangerous stake even 
when the returns are small that 
makes bridge whist pall, and the 
mere placing of a bet on a favorite 
horse to fade into insignificance.

The inside story of the transaction, 
according to friends of Mrs. Chad- 
bourne, reveals an unsophisticated 
woman of kindly heart, willing to fa- 
yor her friends wherever possibie, 
and one with a remarkably nebulous 
idea of the custom laws of America 
ard the pains and penalties for vio- 
lating them. An intimate friend of 
Mrs. Chadbourne is also an intimate 
friend of Mrs. Gardner, and this third 
woman, it has been claimed by many, 
ac_ed as the intermediary between the 
two. a 

It is not yet known when the first 
proposition to smuggle was made to 
the daughter of the millionaire Chi- 
cago manufacturer, but it is believed 
that Mrs. Chadbourne was aske'! 
many times to agree to the proposi- 
tion before she finally consented. 

She was in Europe in June last, 
when, it is claimed, she made up her 
niind to enter into the exciting ganic 
of fighting the American Governmen!

Gave False Valuation. 


When Mis. Chadbourne zot ready to 
return to this country she went to the 
American Consul in London, and 
after telling him that she was an 
American cit'zen, informed him that 
she had some household goods which 
she wanted shipped to America. She 
inquired whether or not it was nec- 
essary that she place a valuation on 
the goods, and was told that inas- 
much as it was household goods that 
were being shipped it made little dif- 
ference what valuation was placed on 
them. Thereupon Mrs. Chadbourne 
placed a valuation of $8600 on the 
goods, and after invoices and state- 
menis were made out she swore to 
the accuracy of the figures. 

After getting her invoices and dec- 
laration Mrs. Chadbourne consigned 
the goods in bond to Chicago by the 
American Express Co. They were 
shipped on the steamer Philadelphia, 
arriving in New York on June 22 and 
reaching Chicago on June 30. In the 
passage of the goods, however, from 
abroad but one move operated against 
the society woman. Despite the fact 
that she placed an $8600 valuaiion on 
the “household goods,”’ she was care- 
ful to insure the allotment with a 
$60,000 insurance policy covering their 
transit. When the goods reached Chi- 
cago Mrs. Chadbourne was notified 
and, calling at the express office, 
<‘zned the necessary papers to make 
the entry at the Custom House. She 
was not asked to make any more com- 
plete invoice, but she signed an affi-

The fee charged by a lawyer of 
Sioux Fal!s for his services in a di- 
yvorce court proceedings depends upon 
the fatness of the purse of the cus- 
tomer. Some fees have been as high 
as $10,000. But a divorce may be had 
for $50. The average fee ranges from 
$200 to $1000. 

United States Senator Kittredge of 
Sioux Falls handles nothing but high- 
class divorce cases, and he has grown 
rich at it.

So it is that where there are eas) 
divorce laws, where broken hea:ts 
and the tragedies and near-tragedies 
ot marriage come in great numbers 
to be mended, there are lawyers in 
greater numbers than usual. 

The center of the easy and quick 
divorce business in Sou‘h Da'.ota is in 
Sioux Falls. And in that city of only 
12,000 or 15,000 there are many law- 
yers. There are legal emporiums in 
every nook and co:ner. A granite 
office building of eight stories has a 
lawyer or a law firm in every oiher 
office. 

The majority of these ‘“»~ers make 
money, and some of them have grown 
rich from this queer business of ex- 
tracting delinquent husbands and 
wives, like teeth, noiselessly, skillful- 
ly and without pain. 


These lawyers advertise. Their 


All kinds cf business shares in the 
fi.anctal profi's of the system, The 
number of colonists in Sioux Falis 
reaches as high as 400 or 500 a year. 
Their average expenditures are more 
than $1000. Various estimates are 
placed upon the total annual expendl- 
turee—from $300,000 to $750,000. 

The hotel keeper sells rooms, hot 
and cold water, baths, table d‘hote, 
and such other things as are kept in 
stock. The hotel bar sells various 
l:quors, including liberal quantities 
of champagne for “high rollers.” 

The lady with the boarding house 
sells hall bedrooms, prunes, advice 
and eminent respec ability of associa- 
tions at dinner. The attorney sells 
typewritten document, lore, eloquence 
and legal services. 

The dry goods merchants sell quan- 
tttics of merchanidse. For the divorcee 
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colonists—those of the wealthier class 
—are prone to dress extravagantly, 
sylishly and _ stunningly, and the 
women of Sioux Falls, they say, are 
better gowned than those of their sis- 
ters of other emaller towns in the 
West, for the reason that divorcees 
bring out the very newest in styles 
and fabrics, and the imitative capa- 
bilities of women are proverbial. 

The local garages and automobile 
liveries profit from this transient 
business. One garage at Sioux Falls 
numbered at one time seven custom- 
ers of. the divorce colony whose 
monthly bills averaged each~ more 
than $250 for livery and repairs. Lo- 
cal cabmen are alive to the opportuni- 
ties, and get a $2 fare where the real 
resident is transported for a quarter. 
What cabman, sunning himself on his 
box at $2 an hour, which is the sum 
cheerfully pa‘d by the divorcee of the 
richer class, does not see the merits of 
the system? 


‘Money Is no Object.’’ 


They are what is known as “ *ood 
spenders,” these wealthy persons who 
seek freedom fiom unhappy alliances. 
They pay the best prices for,lodging, 
for accommodations of all kinds, for 
cab hire, for whatever is desired. 
Some of them may be a bit noisy o’ 
nights, but this is excused from the 
readiness with which they draw 
chects. Money in hand is a great 
sedative. 

When a few wealthy members of 
the colony too charge of the bar at 
a local caravansary one night, dis- 
charged the bartendeis, constituted 
themselves a committee and served all 
sorts of liquors to all sorts of com- 
ers without price, they footed the bill 
to the “house” without complaint 
or inquiry. It was only one of many 
little nights out, the désire of ennui 
for real entertainment, and money 
was plentiful. The time must be 
passed somehow for six months. 
What's the use? 


All sorts and conditions of men and 
women have been numbered at one 
time or another as members of the 
divorce colony—from  near-royalty 
down. Not all of them are full-rigged 
ireasure ships that come with swell- 
ing sails into this port of separation. 
There are water logged derelicts of 
the matrimonial sea that beat upon 
the beach with masts gone, sails in 
shreds, and both sides stove in, cry- 
ing out for such repairs as will en- 
able them again to embark upon the 
stormy waters of marriage. 

With the wealthier class money is 
not an object. Some of them have 
set up expensive establishments, 
maintained stables of horses, three 
or four automobiles, retinues of serv- 
anis and scattered funds in all diree- 
tions for the thrifty to gather in. One 
young millionaire evidenced his bona 
fide residence by setting up a pri- 
vate residence at a cost of some $12,- 
100 or $15,000, entertaining those who 
cared to aecept and who were on the 
elig'ble list for entertainment, squan- 
dered easy money right and left. 


Posed as Her Uncle. 


A wealihy Brazilian coffee export- 
er bronght out his niece and estab- 
lished her in the colony. He engaged 
the best lawyer in Sioux Falls, as he 
judged, to handle her case for di- 
vorce, and oversaw the proceedings 
from start to finish. He dwelt upon 
the cruelties to which she had been 


subjected, and cheerfully paid the . 


bills for witnesses, board, lodg'ngs, 
lawyers and incidentals. She was a 
rarely beautiful young woman—he 
was an uncle to tie to. After the de- 
cree Was granted she did tle to him— 
they were married In San Franciaco 
within a week and went around the 











Horn to Rio. All is not gold that 
glitters. Neither are all uncles who 
claim to be so. 

The new law in South Dakota ts di- 
rectly due to the agitation over the 
speedy divorce granted to the second 
Mrs. J. G. Blaine Jr. Her lawyer an- 
pounced before her decree was grant- 
ed in Sioux Falls that she intended 
tv take up a permanent residence 
there, but at that very moment a spe- 
cial train was waiting to take her 
East as soon as her decree was 
granted. 

-The case attracted so much national 
attention that the people of South 
Dakota winced under it, and a protest 
went up from over all the State 
against the grinding of the divorce 
mill and_.demanding the passage of a 
new ‘law that would put the State in 
the decent column with other states 
in regard to divorce. 


Married Her Lawyer. 


Then, too, there was the case of the 
Eastern woman who married her law- 
yer within ten minutes of the grant- 
ing of her decree. And there were 
many cases in which the divorced 
person went immediately back home 
after the granting of the decree and 
was married again. There were quite 
a number of cases, too, in which the 
applicant for divorce lived openly in 
Sioux City during the pendancy of 
the hearing with the person afterward 
married by the divorcee. 

Bishop Hare of the Episcopal di- 
qgcese of South Dakota took up the 
cudgel against “fly-by-night” di- 
vorces and waged such a successful 


campaign for reform in the divorce 


laws that the new law was finally - 
passed. Bishop Hare lobbied it 
through the Legislature and did not 
cease his efforts until the Governor 
had signed it and it became a law. 

The particular case which enlisted 
the services of Bishop Hare against 
the old law was that of the Baroness 
de Steuer. She came to Sioux Falls 
with Count Elliott Zborowski, whom 
she introduced as her cousin and ad- 
viser. One hour after her decree of 
divorce was granted she and the 
Count went to the home of Bishop 
Hare and were married by him. He 
did not know that she had just been 
divorced nor that the Count had come 
with her and helped her in getting 
her divorce. 

The case caused much embarrass- 
ment to the bishop. His congregation 
censured him and a split in the Epis- 
copal congregation was narrowly 
averted. This angered the bishop and 
he declared that the law should make 
such a d'sgraceful proceeding tmpos- 
sible.and he did not rest until he had 
secured the passage of such a law. 


Features of New Law. 


The new law requires a divorce ap- 
plicant to be a bona fide resident of 
the State for one whole year next be- 
fore the filing of the divorce suit, and 
requires trials or hearings of divorce 
proceedings to be held in open court. 
It otherwise restricts and makes mo, e 
difficult the getting of a divorce. If 
the law is approved by the people and 
is strictly enforced it will put many 
lawyers out of business in South Da- 
kota. There are already too many 
lawyers there for the business and 
there is keen competition in it.

“CALLAO, March 12, 1908 
“IT was told that if I wished to at-

ernment band of Peru playing before 
us. You ought to see their band. It 
consisted of about thirty buglers, six 
snare and two base drum players, and 
two performers on the bass horn.

“We were seated together at a van- 
tage point in the arena, and waited a 
half-hour for the President of the 
Republic and Admiral Evans. They 
had not arrived at their seats 10 min- 
utes before a bugle sounded, and a 
procession of those who would fight 
the bull marched in. Two matadores, 
the ones who kill the bulls, marched 
in front, followed by a retinue on 
horseback and afoot. In the rear 
paced the four horses which drag the 
carcasses of the dead bulls from the 
arena. The men bowed to the Presi- 
dent’s box. 

“At a second blast of the bugle, a 
bull rushed into the arena. He was 
met by men on horses who waved red 
flags at him, making him terribly 
angry. He gored one horse in the 
thigh, so that it had to be killed.

HE most famous child kidnaping case on record was that of 
On July 1, 1874, two men in a spring wagon 
drove past the home of Christian Ross in the Philadelphia 
suburbs.

Yours as he 
was he had developed an, -Nsatiable 
desire to be going somewhere all the 
time. 

The fences surrounding his home 
were not sufficiently high or tight to 
keep him in the yard. And many 
times his mother had resorted to 
tying him with a rope, one end of 
which she fastened to the back door, 
to keep him at home. In fact, she 
and Dr. Byers had done everything 
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they could to keep “Rich” at home, 
but their efférts were of no avail. 
Many times had he wandered far 
from home. 

Another peculiar fact regarding lit- 
tle Richmond was his desire to talk 
with adults in preference to children. 
{some mam happened to be near he 
would always leave his little play- 
mates and seek the company of the 
older person. For him to have fol- 
lowed a stranger would have just 
suited his fancy. But then, may that 
man not have been a member of a 
large gang of gypsies that was at that 
time camping around Seeleyville? 
After the child had followed him a 
short distance and the gypsy had dis- 
covered that he could take the child 
aiong with him without being de- 
tected in the act, might he not have 
done so? 

A stranger would not have known 
the financial condition of the parents 
of the boy. It was enough that the 
child was a bright-looking, talkative 
boy—one who would naturally be the 
idol of a fond mother's heart. No 
matter whether his father were rich 
Or poor, he would be only too ready 
tu stake his‘all for the safe return of 
his missing boy, the Midnaper might 
have reasoned. 

After the gypsy had discovered the 
fadignation aroused in the breasts of 


the people of Seeleyville and neigh- 
boring cities because of the strange 
disappearance of Richmond Byers, it 
is possible that he became afraid to 
return the boy for fear of suffering 
bodily harm, and perhaps, of being 
most summarily dealt with. He might 
have thought the best way out of the 
trouble would have been to murder 
the boy and bury the body. He could 
then proceed on his way with his 
gypsy gang and never he convicted 
oi murder. Is this the fate poor little 
“Rich” Byers has met? 


Hundreds in the Hunt. 


Another fact regarding the appear- 
ance of the boy that would make a 
murder most likely in case of at- 
tempted kidnaping, is this: Rich- 
mond Byers would have been easily 
discovered and identified, by those 
who would be on the trail of the kid- 
napers, by his one cross eye, by the 
V-shaped scar on one of his ears and 
by his light hair, hazel eyes and pro- 
nounced fair complexion. Gypsies 
whose motives were kidnaping would 
be most likely to take all of these 
points into consideration, and for this 
reason they would be quite liable to 
detection. The many marks of in- 
stant identification on the boy would 
be a sure means of discovering his 
real identity. 

Then, as a rule, gypsies and tramps 
abduct sons of rich parents, who 
could easily afford to pay a large sum 
for the recovery of their stolen boy. 
But Dr. Byers had moderate means. 
The heavy expense to which the doc- 
tor has been put in his vain search 
for his son, has been sufficient to 
exhaust. the doctor’s financial re- 
sc urces. 

And this may again point to the 
murder of the child in case he was 
kidnaped with the hope of a large 
ransom. For whoever effected the 
kidnaping probably learned that the 
dector could not pay a heavy reward, 
ard his hopes in that direction be- 
ing shattered, murder might have 
been resorted to as being the surest 
way out of the predicament. 

The hundreds of people who have 
been engaged on the hunt for the 
missing boy have not only scoured 
the country around Seeleyville and 
Vigo County, but have even made 
trips to many parts of Indiana, [li- 
nois and Missouri in their vain en- 
deavors to solve the mystery sur- 
rounding the strange disappearance. 

Clew after ¢lew, which seemed most 
important, proved to be unfounded 
when run down. The mystery ts more 
of a mystery today than it was on the 
morning immediately following that 
fateful Sunday in May, 1904. 

Mrs. Byers had gone over to a 
neighbor’s in the afternoon, return- 
ing about 4 o’clock. Shortly after 5 
o'clock Richmond's absence was de- 
tected and his mother caused a thor- 


ough search of the premiscs to be 
made. He was nowhere to be found. 
It was then that a general alarm was 
sounded and the search began. 
Within an hour practically the en- 
tire population of Seeleyville was en- 
gaged in the search, which continued 
curing the night. By morning de- 
scriptions of the missing boy had 
been sent throughout the country and 
the police of every town and city 
within a radius of 100 miles were 
warned to be on the lookout for the

While citizens specially interested 
in his recovery in scores of cities were 
carefully running down every clew, 
the people of Seeleyville were system- 
atically searching every nook and 
crook of Vigo County, especially in 
the neighborhood of Seeleyville. 

About a quarter of a mile west of 
Seeleyville an abandoned well was 
located. Around it many large stones 
were found which gave evidence of 
having been lately taken up and 
thrown into the well. This caused the 
searching party to feel sure his dead 
body would be found at the bottom 
of the well. 


A Mysterious Letter. 

Ropes were also found around the 
mouth of the well and these only 
tended to strengthen their suspicions 
that Richmond Byers had been mur- 
dered and his body thrown into the 
well. A pump and buckets were se- 
cured in Seeleyville and the well was 
thoroughly drained. At the bottom 
of it were found only the heavy 
stones. 

Reports of the presence of gypsies 
in over a dozen cities of Indiana came 
to Dr. Byers, but upon investigation 
it was always found that Richmond 
Byers was not with them. A band of 
gypsies at Paris, Ill., was searched. 
Another gang who passed through 
Greencastle and continued north to- 
ward Crawfordsville, and who, it was 
reported, had a little boy with them 
answering to the description of the 
boy, was overtaken at Yountsville, 
five miles west of Crawfordsville, but 
the searchers found that the boy in 
possession was not Richmond Byers. 

Clewe at Acton Park, at Nobles- 
ville, at Terre Haute and at other In- 
diana towns where gypsies with a 
small boy were seen, were all found 
to be false. 

- Mme. Nicholson, a Brazil (Ind.) for- 
tune teller and palmist, visited the 
Byers home of her own accord and 


volunteered to Mrs. Byers the infor- 
mation that she could see the child 
picking flowers in the fleld, thus in- 
dicating that he was alive and safe. 
She claimed that he would be found 
in the hands of'gypsies. She claimed 
she could trace him down South 
street, in Seeleyville, across the Van- 
dalia Railroad to the south, where 
his course turned to the west. And 
that it was in a westerly direction 
from home that he would eventually 
he found, in the company of a band 
of gypsies. 


“Wheever sees this, please open ani 
look inside.” 

These words on the outside of an 
envelope found eight milena west of 
Terre Haute on July 2, 190%, promised 
a clew to the leat Richmond. The en- 
velope was found by Thomas Sned- 
eker. Et read as follews: “I don’t 
know my name, but I think my papa 
is a doctor and lives at Seeleyville. 
We are going to Terre Haute. The 
people I am with watch me very 
closely. Whoever finds this please 
hunt for me.” 


Dr. Byers was sent for, and with 
the aid of Terre Haute officials he 
scoured the country, but failed to find 
any people with a boy in their pos- 
session resembling Richmond. 


People Were Excited. 


The following news dispatch was 
sent from Clay City, Ind., on July 12: 

“Clay City is worked up over the 
belief that Richmond Byers has been 
found. The Salvation Army post here 
has in keeping a boy recently adopt- 
ed in Virginia, who bears the marks 
of identification by which the Byers 
boy has been repeatedly described. 

“Dr. Byers was summoned Sunday 
ard was accompanied here in an auto 
by Chief of Police McMillan of Bra- 
zil, and personal friends of the fam- 
ily, one of whom, as soon as he saw 
the boy, declared that he is Rich- 
mond, and persists in his statement. 
Dr. Byers examined and scrutinized 
the child critically, saying that of the 
63 boys he had gone to see, this one 
resembicd Richmond more nearly, but 
that he js not his son. Returning 
home Sunday evening, Dr. Byers said 
that it was useless to pursue the in- 
vestigation any further, notwithstand- 
ing there is a belief here that thé 
boy is the long-lost Richmond Byers.” 

This special was followed by an- 
other from Brazil, Ind., on July 14, 
reading: “In spite of the fact that 
both Dr. Byers ahd his wife deny 
that the boy adopted by Capt. Rawles- 
ton and wife, of the Salvation Army, 
is their son, nearly every person liv- 
ing in Seeleyville, west of here, the 
home of the Byers, believes that the 
lad is the kidnaped child. Capt. 
Rawleston freely gave his consent to 
taking the child to Seeleyville yester- 
day afternoon to be shown to Mrs. 
Byers, and the lad, in charge of Chief 
of Police McMillan and Sheriff Brice, 
and fully fifty curfous people of Bra- 
zil, made the trip.” 

Hundreds of excited people met the 
cat at Seeleyvilie, .nd the instant the 
child stepped from the car dozens 
of persons who knew the missing boy 
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well, exclaimed: “It is Richmond 
Byers.” The front door of the Byers 
home was locked and only Chief Mc- 
Millan and the boy admitted. As 
soon as Mrs. Byers saw the boy she 
fainted, but when resuscitated de- 
clared that the boy was not her son. 

Surprise was expressed when Dr. 
Byers carried the boy to the crowd 
and explained: “He is not my boy. 
Take him away and do not bring him 
back here again.” ‘ 

A reporter, in talking to the boy, 
asked: “What is your name?” 
“Johnny Saxton,” he answered 
promptly. “What was your moth- 
er’s name?” “Vina Saxton,” “What 
was your grandmother’s name?” 
“Grandma Morrison.” “Where do 
you live?” “At Jackson’s Lane, near 
Huntington.” 

The answers were given without 
hesitation. Dozens of persons of 
Seeleyville, who examined the boy 
carefully say they cannot understand 
why Dr. and Mrs. Byers do not ac- 
knowledge him as their son. They 
urged the parents to keep the boy for 
several days, in the bolief that old, fa- 
miliar scenes would revive his mem- 
ory, but they refused, stating that 
they were certain the boy was not 
their son. 

It is the opinion of many residents 
of Seeleyville that should the real

In this 
respect he is true to the type of successful man 
in all ages. For no man ever did anything worth

But it is the egotism of conscious power, not 
the egotism of a second-rate man who tries to 
delude himself and his fellow men by inflating 
the stock of his personality and getting himself 
marketed for more than he is worth. Mr. Beggs 
knows something about wind and water, but there 
is no water in his personal capital stock, in 
which there isn’t a dollar of unearned increment. 
Because of this conservative condition of his per- 
sonality and the absence of all pretense, his be- 
ef in himself is well founded. His character will 
never go bankrupt because of the injection of any 
aqueous element. 

But Mr. Beggs does more than believe in him- 
self. He knows himself and more than once has 
described himself and analyzed his own character 
to impress the multitude who make his enter- 
prises profitable. Thus he made a speech at 
Oconomowoc, Wis., about a year ago, in which he 
spoke at some length of successful men. I[t was 
clear as noonday that he was thinking of John I. 
Beggs, the perfect type of the successful man. 

“Successful men,” said Mr. Beggs, “men who 
are doing things in the world of finance, are men 
with imagination and brains. They are not 
croakers or cranks, but men of action and ca- 
pacity.” | : 

Ergo, Mr. Beggs is a man of imagination and 
brains; he is not a croaker or a crank, but a 
man of action and capacity. He says so him- 
self, but being a modest man, he disguises the 
flattery by his fable of successful men, that is, 
successful man in the abstract.

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structive workers. And their pride is well found- 
ed. The schemes they construct overcome ordi- 
nary men with fear and wonder. They range 
from the construction of a scheme to turn a dol- 
lar’s worth of junk into a million dollars’ worth 
of marketable securities by three conferences and 
a stroke of the pen, up to the construction of a 
sound, useful, much-needed public utility like a 
street railroad or a lighting plant. Construction 
by penmanship and conference, construction by 
hard work, expert knowledge, experience and, it 
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may be, some public spirit—always they are con- 
structive workers, these men of financial genius, 
and John I. Beggs is the latest, revised and con- 
siderably developed type. 

Not long ago he described himself as the wet 
nurse of one of these airy, waterish constructive 
schemes. He presided at the conception of it, 
he brought it to the birth and nursed the brat 
into lusty life. In all the details of aqueous 
finance Mr. Beggs appears to be a skilled work- 
er. He can always construct a profit out of it, 
no matter how sorry a collection of junk plants 
he may have build upon and “develop.” But 
in this he has perhaps not made great advances 
on his predecessors. 

There is, however, an “idea,” which first ap- 
pears in Mr. Beggs’ St. Louis enterprises and 
whicn may be attributed to him, an idea full of 
profit—the capitalization of him who stands and 
waits.

readiness of the club to serve him, whether he 
goes to the clubhouse or not.” 
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bears the stamp of constructive genius. Let us 
look at it. The lighting company, for instance, 
is ready to serve; that is, it is ready to sell il- 
lumination and it asks the citizen to pay for the 
readiness, whether any light is bought or not, But 
look at it from the citizens’ point of view. 

He is always ready to buy. Should not the 
lighting company pay him for this readiness? It 
is a poor rule that doesn’t work both ways. And 
why should not anybody, even the tramp who 
never does a stroke of work, have a claim upon 
the community for a “hand out” at least, if he 
can prove his readiness to saw wood or put the 
coal in the cellar. For be it known that “read- 
iness” is not a synonym of “willingness’’—not by 
the length and breadth of the “conditions” im- 
posed by Mr. Beggs’ service companies, which are 
always ready to serve: 

The grocer, the department store man, the 
popeorn man—al] are ready to serve, but they 
don’t get paid for their readiness. So why should 
the ready gentlemen of Mr. Beggs’ entourage, 
who act as his presidents, managers, secretaries 
and stockholders? 

But this is not the practical view. Mr. Beggs 
knows that neither history nor economic devel- 
opment, nor “cinches” proceed along the logical 
path. They advance as they can, and the way 
may not be always a straight line of correct 
thinking. In this Mr. Beggs is a typical modern 
captain of industry. 

He aims to get results; the means are—the 
tools he finds at his hand. For logic, consistency 
and such like virtues of lesser men he has no 
use, except when they are useful to John I.

NLY the man who has lived for 
months under the silent, cease- 
less, relentless surveillance of 

the United States secret service can 
know what it means to be under the 
sleepless eyes of a great Government. 

Neither pity nor mercy has this 
mysterious system; neither does. it 
know weariness nor discouragement. 

George W. Fitzgerald was the as- 
sorting teller in the Chicago branch 
of the Subtreasury when a package of 
bills of $10,000, $1000 and smaller de- 
nominations, making up a total of 
$173,000 was mysteriously stolen or in 
some other manner disappeared from 
his cage in broad daylight almost two 
years ago. 

He was dismissed for criminal neg- 
ligence "in the handling of the Gov- 
ernment funds. Nothing could be 
proven against him but Subtreas 
urer Boldenweck suspected him. It 
was decided that he must be watched 
to see whether he shotild attempt to 
dispose of any money which might 
be connected with the lost or stolen 
currency. 

That was two years ago. Recently 
he was arrested. The evidence 
which he was apprehended was fur- 
nished by private detectives. The 
Government did not authorize or 
sanction the arrest. 

And in giving the reason for ~e- 
fusing to take action the serv- 
ice chiefs revealed that they had a 
record of how Fitzgerald had spent 
every hour of his life in the two years 
between the disappearance of the 
money and the arrest. 


A Ceaseless 


When had slept, that 
ceaseless eye had watched unblink- 
ingly over his bed; when he had 
_ eaten, the most perfect system of 
espionage that the world has ever 
-‘xnown was his companion; when he 
‘ad rejoiced it was present at his 
| oy ahd when he had wept it was with

If he called upon a man and it was 
impossible to hear what conversation 
passed between them that man was 
interviewed shortly after Fitzgerald's 
departure and always found it con- 
venient to answer truthfully what he 
and the former teller had discussed. 
The Government secret service has a 
way of mating it more than uncom- 
fortable for those who refuse to an- 
swer its sometimes pointed questions. 
Therefore they always get civil replies 
and usually true ones. 

Fitzgerald knew through most of 
the time that he was being watched. 
But he himself says that through 
most of the period he was unable to 
tell who was watching him or how. 

In Misery Day and Night 

He says that his nights were terrors 
and his days an endless succession of 
miserable hours in the consciousness 
that secrecy and privacy were denied 
—, Bee a gl watchful eye

No wonder that when he was ar- 
rested he cried for a speedy trial—de- 
manded that the case be heard 
that he could be freed of that eye.

There are’ many things 
which are not wrong that you don’t 
want anyone else to see. But the 
Government saw. It saw everything.” 

The Chicago Subtreasury robbery 
was very like the $69,000 loot of the 
Subtreasury in St. Louis several 
years ago, which is still remembered 
through the West. 

There was a great uproar when, one 
winter day, it came out that the big 
package of money had been lost—that 
Fitzgerald, who had it in his custody, 
could not account for its disappear- 
ance, and that nobody else seemed 
able to say just where it had gone to. 

Chief Wilkie, who controls the 
great Government eye, hurried to 
Chicago. He bent his nose close to 
the ground and said nothing. Fitz- 
gerald was dismissed, and yet noth- 
ing had been shown. 


A Weird Theory 


There was much theorizing and 
speculating. Many people said thai 
only Fitzgerald could have taken it. 
Others vouched for his honesty ar 
said that a scrubwoman or other em- 
ploye who had access to the cage had 
abstracted the bundle of bills, which 
Was not very large—a man could have 
put it into his coat potket. 

Then came the weirdest theory of 
all, suggested by Edward Litzinger, 
Fitagerald’s lawyer. He said that his 
client was so absent minded that he 
might have thrown the money away 
or given it to some one or mislaid it. 

He told how Fitzgerald has often 
shown evidence of temporary aberra- 
tion; how his mind slips out of the 
groove in which it starts and flies at 
tangents ffom the subject under dis- 
cussion; how Fitzgerald, in such a fit, 
had once walked off a swiftly moving 
train and was almost killed. 

When Fitzgerald left the vern- 
ment service he said he had $1600 In 
money and a $1000 gold bond and 
that he had no further means. 

The secret service men watched 
him. They saw him open an offite 
for the transaction of insurance busi- 
nees, in which he found a profitable 
élientele, though his income was by 
no means one that meant a fortune. 


His Dramatic Arrest 


With the first $200 that he made in 
the insurance office Fitzgerald spread 
his commerdéial wings and went into 
egg speculation. He ran the amount 
to §900, and then he interested some 
—" and turned it into a large ven- 

ure. 

Chicago was shocked at the period- 
ical dehouments that this man who 
was stispected of being the thief in 
the city’s most sensational robbery 
mystery Was going in for expendi. 
tures on a large scale. But the Gov- 
ernment never budzed or gesped. The 
Government KNEW just where evéry 
dollar came from and where every 
dollar went to. 

When it became known that Fitz- 
gerald was deserting the modest flat, 
which had been luxurious enough be- 
fore the robbery, for a magnificent 
house in the suburbs, which was pur- 
chased in his wife’s name, Chicago 
gasped and grew indignant that the 
man was permitted to stay at laree. 

But Capt. Porter of the secret serv- 
ice, when Fitzgerald was errested at 
the inetigation of the county author- 
ities, looked lazily’ on and said he 
guesséd the Government woudn't take 
over the prisoner; that the Govern- 
ment was not certain Fitzgerald was 


SO innocent, but that the Government 


knéw how that house had been 
bonght, and it was no evidence 
against the prisoner. It was fouhd 
later that the house was heavily mort- 
gaged and that Fitagerald’s wife had 
inherited enough from the estate of 
her mother, who @0¢ secently, to pay 
the casb for the equity.

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Figures Which Show How the Read-

HOUGH work on the St. Louis Central 
Public Library, which is to stand on old 
Missouri Park on Olive street between 

Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets, has not com- 
menced, three of the seven proposed branch li- 
braries have been completed. This trio of 
branches, in the comparatively few months they 
have been opened, have added materially, it is 
believed, to the usefulness and popularity of the 
= + ang de ; 
e three branches now in 
Barr, located at Jefferson oad Semeeee time 
nues, opened Sept. 17, 1906; the Cabanne, locat- 
ed at Cabanne and Union avenues, opened July 
27, 1907, and the Carondelet, located at Kraus 
ron Michigan avenues, opened June 9 of this 
Four of these’ branches are 
One, to.be known as “the + Ng pipe ag 


at Fourteenth street and Cass avenue. The plans 
for it have been accepted. Another is to be called 
“the Soulard.” It will be erected at Seventh 
and Soulard streets. The plans for it also have 
been accepted. 

The third will stand at Eleventh and Farrar 
streets. The plans have been accepted, but no 
name has been selected for it, as yet. The fourth 
location has not been decided upon, nor has any 
name been chosen. 


It will be seen, however, that these seven 
branches are designed to bring almost to the 
doors of the people of every section of St. Louis 
public Hbraries through which they can obtain 
the benefits of the great classics of literature 
which have stood the severe test of time, as well 
as the writings of living authors whose claim to 
lasting fame is yet to be proven. 

The public libpary system in St. Louis origin- 
ally wes an adjunct of the public school system 
and, with certain exceptions, the beneficiaries 
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were compelled t6 pay tees." Poday, mille: 


library system stands on its own feet, distinct 


from the school system, it is regarded as one of 
the greatest educational factors in the city. 

The St. Louis Public Library was given a great 
forward impetus by the donation of $1,000,000 by 
Andrew Carnegie. This donation was coupled 
with a number of conditions, among them being 
that the amount should be cut in two and that 
half of it should be used for the construction of 
a main building and half to pay for branches. 
Another stipulation was that the city of St. Louis 
should provide unincumbered sites for all the 
buildings and should appropriate $150,000 an- 
nually to pay running expenses of the library 
system. 

The annual support stipulation had to be sub- 
mitted to the people and in the election on that 
question it was overwhelmingly voted that a tax 
be levied for this purpose. That election dem- 
onstrated the popular opinion of the value of 
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Books tay be taken Otit at any of the branches 
and returned at the main library, now located 
in the Board of Education Building at Ninep 
and Locust streets. Or they may be taken on: 
at the main library and returned at one of the 
branches. 

The total number of books in the main library 
and three-completed branches on April 30 of this 
year was nearly 250,000. Of these more than 200. 
000 were in the main library. The figures for 
the main library and three branches were: 


Books in Cabanne Library April 30, 1908... 12.572 
Books in Barr Library April 30, 1908...... 15.981 
Books in Carondelet Library (when opened) 9,272 
Books in Central Library April 30, 1908. .207,927, 

In all the public libraries 75 per cent of the 
books issued are fiction, but the ‘librarians say 
that the popular taste is manifestly good and 
that the fiction selected shows a *amiliarity with 
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the great elassic writers as well as modern au- 
thors. As an evidence of this it is pointed ou: 
that Hugo’s “Les Miserables” is the most sought 
for novel in the public libraries. 

In the year the Cabanne branch has been in 
operation the largest daily home use of books 


“has been 975, and the smaljest 175. The average 


daily home use of books has been 570. At that 
branch, and the Barr branch, there is a weekly 
“children’s story hoyr,” during which the little 
folk assemble to hear stories, mythology or other 
carefully selected matter read by an experienced 
reader. 

The Barr branch has proven its popularity. 
Last year there were issued from the delivery 
desk a total of 183,009 books, of which 164,973 
were to be taken home for reading and the re- 
mainder to be used in the library. 

The reading rooms have proven very popular, 
as have the “club room” and auditorium at the 
Cabanne branch.
